Roman Catholic Prelate Says 
Americans Are Approaching 
Age of Extravgance in 
Which Romans .-Lived Just 
Before Destruction of City. 


New York August 6.—(Special.)— 
That the Americans are closely ap- 
proaching a reproduction of the age of 
extravagance dnd inordinate pleasure 
in which the Romans lived just before 
their city was destroyed, is the belief 
of Cardinal Gibbons. He made that 
plain in an interview today. 

Cardinal Gibbons is spending a few 
weeks with Father James F. O'Hara, 
of Southampton, L. I. zs 

“| think we are very closely ap- 
proaching the age of extravagance and 
inordinate pleasure enjoyed by Rome 
just before the fall,” said the cardinal. 
“The cry today is for more and more 
riches. The rich man is greedy for 
more. He seems never to have enough 
to satisfy. his desire. It is the same 
with the well-to-do. The cry is the 
same everywhere. 

“Then there is the desire for inor- 
dinate pleasures. We have many more 
channels of pleasure than were in the 
days of Augustus Caesar, yet there is 
the desire for new pleasures, and for 
greater enjoyment. : 

Mertgagze Homes to Get Autos. 

“J have been told that. many people 
mortgage their homes to buy auto- 
mobiles. -If we did not have the auto- 
mobiie, there would not be the desire 
to nrortgage the home for this purpose, 
and so each new. pleasure brings its 
demand and its toll.” 

When the cardinal was asked what 
he thought would te the result of this 
eondition of extravagance, he replied: 

*—T believe the gospel of Christ will 
gave the situation. There was no 
Christ, you remember, to save Rome. I 
hope the people will see their folly 
and realize the true situation. The 
spirit of self-denial, unselfishness and 
love, the principles of Christ's teach- 
ings, will be practiced™®’y the people 
then more largely, and will save us 
where Rome could not be saved. 

“This great desire for riches is mak- 
ing people very selfish,” he went on. “I 
do not speak of individuals, for we 
have many generous ones among the 
yich, but I wish that more of them 
would be a little less selfish and a 
little more considerate of the unfortun- 
ate.” . 

Extravagance of Women. 

“The cardinal spoke of the great ex- 
travagance of women and added that 
the women of Rome were very ex- 
travagant, too.

Indians Don't Trust Government. 

“Yes, they did that, because they are 
losing all of the faith in the govern- 
ment. They have lost all faith fn the 
government officials and in thelr 
tribal officials, too. It’s because they 
have been giveh so many prom- 
ises and the promises have not 
been kept. The government prom- 
tRed it would sell the land and 
distribute the profits in 1906. It hasn't 
doné so yet. The Indians are becoming 
dishbartened over the government's 
promises and that’s why they signed 
the contracts. They thought it would 
te better to get some of the money 
than none of it.’

“Mr. McMurray, in an interview, de- 
nied he made the offer. He said Lyon 
had been financially interested with 
him in the contracts.”

IT WAS REVENGE 
AND NUT ROBBERY 


That Led to Murder of 
Cleveland Lawyer. 


Startling Developments in Re- 
gard to the Killing of Attor- 
ney Rice---Man Lurking Be- 
hind Rice Home Just Prior to 
the Murder. 


“levelang,. Ohio, Aygust 6.—The 
murder of William L. Rice, the wealthy 
attorney who was slugged and fatally 
shot last night near his Euclid Heignts 
mansion, was a carefully premeditated 
crime, with revenge and not rolhbery, 
as its motive, according to a statement 
made by the police tonight. 

A startling development in the case 
came with the testimony of three men, 
a night watchman, a patrolman and a 
chauffeur, who told how they had found 
a man lurking in the rear of the Rice 
home just prior to the murder. The 
man appeared to be a foreigner ahd 
fled when he was detected. He was 
pursued but succeeded in making his 
escape.

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WILD CHEERING GREETED 
APPEARANCE OF WATSON 


Thomson, Ga., August 6.—(Specia!.) 
Upon the arrival of Mr. Watson at the 
courthouse, from the steps of which 
the speaking took place, there was 
wild cheering. 

He spoke first of the ingratitude 
shown him by Mr. Hardwick, or “little 
Billie.” as he sneeringly referred to 
him. 

Speaking of Mr. Hardwick's change 
of attitude, from one of gratitude to 
that of ingratitude, Mr. Watson said: 
“On the 23d of July I was on trial 
Charges had been made against me, 
and for the first time in my life my 
éntegrity had been doubted. Today I 
am not on trial. Who is on trial? 
You are,” said Mr. Watson; “you men 
ef the tenth district are on trial, and 
the whole. world is watching the ‘out- 
come of the political situation in 
Georgia. 

“Ought we not have a man who 
stands for the spirit of our court- 
houses, our schools and our churches, 
im which daily our boys and giris are 
brought into pure manhood and wom- 
anhood? And who will resembie our 
boys and girls in pureness? Men who 
are sober, honest, lawabiding? 

“Let me tell you this,” said Mr. 
Watson, “the only thing you have to 
_ghow for the eight years of Mr, Hard- 
wick’s terms, during which time he 
accepted wag. $50,000 of your money, 
was the perfectly successful way in 
which he went out to work for his own 


pocket.” 
After Senatorship. 
Mr. Watson next took up the matter 
of Mr. Hardwick's so-called political 
_greed. From a letter written Mr. Wat- 


son during Mr. Hardwick's term, he 
read the following sentence: “I am 
perfectly well satisfied at present with 
my position in congress,” and Mr. 
Watson went on to argue, basing the 
argument on the words “at present,” 
that Mr. Hardwick’s ambitions were 
for higher things, and that while he 
professed friendship for him (Mr.

Mr. Hardwick is quoted as 
saying that he left Mr. Watson because 
he urged him not to support Smith, 
but Mr. Watson flatly contradicted 
that statement, and further stated 
that he had only told Mr. Hardwick 
he could not support Mr. Smith.

Mr. Watson referred to the commit- 
tee he had named in connection with 
that matter, and the calm way in 
which Mr. Hardwick had ignored it. He 
stated-that he could not bring sports 
from Macon to testify to what he had 
said, but that these men could go be- 
fore the Macon sports ang that he had 
offered to pay all expenses. “Get 
those men to investigate those repu- 
diated gambling debts, and if they 
don’t report what I have said, I will 
forfeit $500 to the confederate veterans 
of the tenth district.

Bold Hold-Up by New 


Mexican Bandits. 


The Booty Was in _ Bullion. 
Driver of the Stage Was 
Killed by the Robbers---The 
Same Stage Was Held Up 
Last Week. 


Santa Fe, N. M., August 6.—Captain 
Fred Fornoff, of the mounted police, 
Was today notified thatthe stage from 
Mogoliona, Southwest Socorro, coming 
to Silver City, was again held up, the 
driver killed and $20,000 worth of bul- 
lion stolen. 

Mogoliona is 70 miles from the near- 
est railroad and telegraph station. 

This stage was held up last week 
and three women passengers relieved 
Of $450. Several posses took up the 
trail for the robbers today. 

According to later reports the rob- 
bers secured twenty bars of gold, val- 
ued at $18,000 and belonging to the 
Ernstine Mining Company and the 
Socerro Mining Company. 

A later dispatch from Mogoliona states 
that eight bars of bullion were re- 
covered. Mounted police have wired 
that they are on the trail of the rob- 
bers. Jose Dominguez, the driver, was 
shot dead and thrown out into the 
road by the bandits. The stage was 
then driven off and robbed. Whenthe 
stage was two and a half hours over- 
due at Glenwood, Driver Jake Rouse, 
who was to relieve Dominguez, started 
out to meet him and found Dominguez 
dead in the road. The mail sacks were 
unmolested.

The entire program is as follows: 

Overture, “In Memoriam’’—Sullivan. 

The “In Memoriam” overture of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan was inspired in_ the 
death of his father, a prominent Eng- 
lish band master. of the Black Watch 
regiment. Starting with a jlong-drawn 
unison passage for strings and tim- 
pani, the wood wind soon makes its 
appearance with a choral-like melody 
typical of the composer, which in place 
gives way to @ turbulent allegro, il- 
lustrative of the battle of life, in which 
the brass plays an important part with 
a melody which seems to speak in bold 
tones of the higher aspirations of the 
soul, until in a’ burst of sound the 
choral again appears—this time as a 
‘song of Victory’ over death. 

(a) Nocturne in E flat; (b) Polonaise 
«a-major—Chopin. 

This favoaite nocturne, of the great 
Polish writer—seized upon by every 
soncert performer as a happy medium 
for tone-painting—is too well known 
to need description. 

There is probably no composer 
whose music reflects the temperament 
and characteristics of his fellow- 
countrymen more than that of Frederic 
Chopnin—born néar Warsaw in 1809— 
Gied at Paris in 1849. Ample proof of 
thig is found in his numerous noc- 
turnes, mazurkas and polonaises, many 
of which are pervaded by a peculiarly 
dreamy and poetic charm. On the 
other hand, some of his compositions 
are marked by a robust and heroic 
expression; notably so in the above 
Polonaise in A-major, which is a ver- 
itable outburst of martial spirit, chiv- 
«lry and exalted patriotism. 

Organ Sonata in D Minor—Best. 

Among the numerous compositions 
for the organ by this late eminent or- 
ganist (St. George’s Hall, Liverpool), 
the sonato in D-minor occupied 4 
prominent place. The opening portion, 
with its massive strains, leads into a 
allegro -movement. of an impassioned 
and vr.aiant character, culminating in 
a fine climax towards the end by the 
‘ntroduction of a “Hymnus Triumph- 
alis,” given on the trumpet stop.

Judge Speer’s Address. 

After detailing in a most interesting 
manner a number of the incidents of 
the childhood of the présent governor's 
father, Judge Speer took up the brave 
fight which the mountain.lad made for 
an education, showing that few, if any, 
of the present generation haye more 
to discourage them than did the man 
who afterwards became famous 
throughout the country. Beginning 
with the time when young Brown left 
home to seek more than a common 
school education, Judge Speer said in 
part:

He determined by education to 
unlock the strong native powers of 
the mind of which he must have been 
conscious. There was little money in 
the humble cabin, but the untiring 
hands of his gentle mother fashioned 
him a homespun suit.

The boy bade farewell to 
his loved ones, put a yoke on. his 
patrimony that ft' might not take to 
the woods, and drove it up the familiar 
trail and over many a rugged mile 
beyond, therefore unknown to the 
footsore beasts, and their weary but 
resolute master. The destination of 
the young mountaineer was Calhoun 
academy, in Anderson district, South 
Carolina. His journey over, the boy 
sold his little steers to Major Aaron 
Broyles for five months’ board. His 
first teacher was Pleasant Jordan, aft- 
erwards a distinguished lawyer of Lit- 
tle Rock, Ark. For his tuition he ob- 
tained credit. But soon his capital 
was exhausted and in the fall of.1841 
he returned to Gaddistown and taught 
school for three months. Thus he ob- 
tained money to pay his tuition debt 
and to continue his studies. His teacher 
now was the skillful and widely- 
known Wesley Leverette. His progress 
was all that the most exacting instruc- 
tor could reaulre.

“Admitted to the bar as we have 
seen in 1846, in 1849 his serious politi- 
cal career began. Having received the 
democratic nomirfation, he was elected 
to the state senate in a district com- 
posed of the counties of Cherokee and 
Cobb. : 

"The legislature of 1848-50 contained 
many distinguished men. Despite his 
youth, Senator Brown was now prac- 
tically the leader of the democrats. 


New Regime in Georgia Politics. 


“The entry of Joseph E. Brown into 
the politics of Georgia was the begin- 
ning of a new regime. Therefore, with 
rare exception, men of wealthy fami- 
lies and ancient social prestige, of pol- 
ished manners, with the advantages of 
collegiate and general culture, had 
dominated the state politics and borne 
off the honors within the gift of the 
people. 

“neturning from the senate, the Hon. 
Joseph E. Brown entered upon the 
active practice of the law, but in the 
fall of 1855 he was nominated and 
elected by the people as judge of the 
superior court of his circuit. In this 
station his career was most remark- 
able. Judge Brown measured fully up 
to the obligations of this lofty station. 
To this day in the Blue Ridge circuit 
very old men declare that Joe Brown 
a the very best judge they ever 

ad. 

“Judge Brown was now 36 years of 
age. The time had come for the lad 
from Gaddistown to step forth into the 
limelight of lofty civic station. On the 
19th of June, 1857, while binding 
wheat on his farm in Cherokee county, 
he received the democratic nomination 
for governor of Georgia.

“Seventeen years after the day when 
we found the Gaddistown boy driving 
his lttle steers through the Woody 
Gap, by a majority of more than 10- 
000 over his renowned opponent, he 
was elected governor of Georgia. A 
new era now began in the staté. Com- 
ing directly from the plain people, it 
was soon perceived that the young 
governor meant to protect his constit- 
uency against many dominant and 
damaging influences. He had no par- 
‘ticular reverenoe for great families, or 
great names. The frowns of tha 
mighty affected him not at all. 


A Noteworthy Administration. 


“His inauguration in 1857 is perhaps 
remembered by some who hear me. 
His inaugural address was brief, but 
with a few quiet words he gave to 
lawless financiers a shock which made 
them quiver. ‘In the midst of pros- 
-perity.’ he said, ‘our banks have gén- 
erally suspended specie payment, re- 
sulting in panic, broken confidence 
and general stagnat.on in commerce.’ 
He then grimly observed that in his 
judgment the suspension was unneces- 
sary, and that he should at once be- 
gin proceedings under the law to for- 
feit bank “eharters. In a moment it 
was ‘frenzied finance’ indeed. Neither 
threats nor prayers moved him. It :s 
Mtrue that by a two-thirds majority a 
bill was passed by the legislature sus- 
pending forfeiture proceedings against 
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the banks for one year. The governor 
wrote a veto Message which was a 
brave appeal to the people. 
stance was that private citizens had 
to meet their obligations, banks, 
should do so. To the amazement of | 
the bank advocates, the people of the 
state almost to a man came swiftly 
to the side of their chief executive. in 
other matters of utmost importanca, 
his administration was accorded by the 
people equivalent approbation.

‘Indeed, to his untiring energy, his 
foresight and sagacity may justiy be 
ascribed the fact that Georgia sent out 
30,000 troops armed by the state. No 


armed troops to the confederate army. 

“Responding to a strong demand 
from the people, Governor brown now 
became a candidate for a third term.. 
lie was not to be without opposit-.on. 
A convention was once demanded, 
but many counties called meetings and 
by resoiutions refused to send dele- 
gates. However, the convention met. 
it had delegates from only fifty-eight 
out of the 132 counties. Judge Eu- 
genius A. Nisbet received its nomi- 
nation. Indeed, Governor Brown had 
the good fortune never to run aganst 
an unworthy man. Notwithstanding 
lis vast public services, the effort to 
defeat him Was tremendous. The state 
press, almost solid against him, was 
unsparing in its assaults. He refused 
to make any‘canvass. One short and 
moderate paper he issued. ‘It is in- 
sisted,’ said he, ‘that it has not 
been the usage forthe same person to 
hold the office of governor for three 
terms. This is certainly true. And it 
is equally true that it. has not been 
the usage for Georgia to have in the 
field 30,000 troops called out by the 
executive, whose duty it is to know 
when, and with what preparation each 
company went to the field, what had 
been supplied to them, and what they 
lack. Whether the public good _ re- 
quires that he who conducted these 
affairs from the beginning, should re- 
tire in the midst of them and give 
place to a new man, who has yet to 
learn the condition of the financjal 
affairs of the state, and the location 
and necessities of our troops, is a 
question which the farmers, merchants 
and mechanics of our state are, I think, 
as competent to decide at the Ddaliiot 
box as a few politicians and political 
aspirants are to:decide in caucus at 
Milledgeville.’

Between State and Nation. 

“At this time the influence of Georgia 
with the confederate government was 
not commensurate wits the great puw- 
er Of the state, nor with the enormous 
exeFtions it had made for the confeder- 
ate cause. Mr. Stephens. vice presi- 
dent, had early and decided differences 
with Mr. D@vis. Since neither wouia 
yieid, the vice president was pract.cal- 
ly eliminated.”

“And now the biennial election of 
1863 was approaching. The long strain 
upon Governor Brown had been tre- 
mendous. More than once during his 
term he had been very ill. It was his 
wish to: retire from the gubernatorial 
chair, but the people would not per- 
mit it. Distinguished 6fficers at the 
front wrote to him that his continu- 
ance in office was indispensable. ° In 
response to the popular demand, from 
a stern sense of duty, and again with- 
out a nomination, he again became a 
candidate. The Atlanta Gazette nomi- 
nated ex-Senator Joshua Hill, and The 
Milledgeville Recorder put up Hon. T. | 
M. Furlow. 
night toiled in the executive office in 
Milledgeville, and left his canvass to 
take care of itself. In bitterness the | 
campaign equaled any of the others. 
But such renowned papers as The Mo- ,; 
bile Register, edited by the famous | 
John Forsyth, declared: ‘We look upon j 
Mr. Brown as a model war governor, 
a veritable Stonewall Jackson among 
the state executives.” What Georgia 
throught of him was in evidence when 
the polls were closed. He received 
36,558 votes, more than doubling the 
vote of Joshua Hill, and more than 
trebling the vote of Furlow. He had 
a majority over both of 8,312. There 
was an army vote in seventy-three 
Georgia regiments at the front. It ag- 
gregated 15,223. Of these Brown fre- 
cetved 10,012. 


Miia Record After the War. 


“After the fall of Macon, and the 
surrender of Lee and Johnston, Gov- 
ernor Brown, with the state troops un- 
der his command, also surrendered, and 
were paroled prisoners of war. Gen- 
eral Sherman had deciared that when 
the armies of the south surrendered 
the autonomy of the states was eo in- 
stanti restored. This view of the union 
general was at once repudiated by the 
secretary of war, Edwin M. Stanton, 
-and afterwards by such leaders as 
Thaddeus Stevens. It was, however, 
the unalterable conviction of the great 
brain and the promptings of the mag- 
nanimous heart of Abraham Lincojn. 
William H. Seward, his brilliant secre- 
tary of state, whose masterful dipic- 
had buted so much to the 
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the preservation of the union itself, 
entertained the same opinion. 

“It was not difficult to convince our 
practical governor that Georgia, hav- 
ing attempted to secede and having 
failed, had lost neither her status hor 
her rights as a member of the union. 
Certain it is he acted as if the ‘late 
unpleasantness, as it was termed, 
should not disturb the orderly oper- 
ations of the state. On the 22d day of 
May, 1865, as he was accustomed to do 
of old, he convened the general as- 
sembly in “Milledgeville. Unhappily 
and to the consternation of that body, 
the next night the executive mansion 
was surrounded by a military force, 
the parole of the governor was ig- 
nored, he was permitted thirty min- 
utes to make his arrangements for 
departure, but not allowed a moment 
of privacy with his family, was hur- 
riefi to Washington and incarcerated 
in the old capitol prison. It was, how - 
ever, not long before he secured pond 
interview with Andrew Johnson, then 
president. A minute of the conversa- 
tion which ensued between these re- 
nowned Americans would be interest- 
ing reading. While in most respects 
they different toto coelo, there were 
some points of resemblance between 
them.

He 
publicly advised instant and entire ac- 
quiescence in the abolition of slavery, 
the cordial support. of Johnson's ad- 
ministration, the prompt and general 
taking of amnesty, the general and 
unequivocal recognition of the results 
of the war.

on which King Alfonso of Spain is 
aboard as a guest of the owner, was 
dismasted today.

EUROPE WITH AMERICA| 


By Dr. Ss. R. Belk. 

It is perfectly natural to contrast 
Europe with our own country. We see 
everything from the standpoint of 
America, and the more I saw of Eu- 
rope the better I love my native land.- 
Europe is 50 years behind America 
in morals, religion, and social reforms. 
She is behind us in commerce and agri- 
cultural improvements. I saw women 


cutting wheat with the eld-fashioned | 


scythe and cradle. It looked to me lik 
the women did most of the manual la- 
bor. The standard of manhood and 
womanhood is higher in American than 
Europe. The door of opportunity is 
wider open here than there. Poverty 
and want, degradation and crime are 
more commor on the continent than 
here. There is far more drinking and 
dissipation than in our country. I was 
pained to see women frequent saloons, 


and young women behind the counter |. 


selling strong drink. We are not as 
go00d as we ought to be, but we are 
far in advance of Europe. But I saw 
a great many good things in Europe. 
The people of Scotland are the most 
religious, and I might say the kindest 
people on earth. The influence of 
John Knox still lives itn Scotland. I 
visited his old home, and the church 
where he preached against the sins of: 
his age. 


Toured( Scotland in® Aut 
I visited the lakes made famous by 


the genius of Walter Scott. Wallace 
and Bruce still live in the hearts of 
the people. I toured Scotland in an 
automobile, and stopped in the little 
thatched cottage where Bobbie Burns 
first saw the light. 

Ispent ten days in and about Lon- 
don; saw the historic places, and noted 
buildings. I was delighted with my 
visit to Oxford University. Many of 
England’s: famous men were educated 
here. In recent years many of Ameri- 
ca’s bright young men have won dis- 
tinction at Oxford. The Cecil Rhodes 
scholarship is becoming popular with 
our young men. The day I spent at 
Stratford-on-Avon is like a sweet 
dream. Shakespeare made the English 
language the greatest language on 
earth. I regard him as the world’s 
greatest genius. The little inscription 
on his tomb, that he doubtless never 
wrote, keeps his sleeping dust out of 
Westminister Abbey. 

The religious sentiment centers 
around St. Paul’s and Westminister 
Abbey. I saw King George and the 
royal family. I was conducted through 
parliament by a peer. I dained to 
speak of our strenuous ex-president, 
but the peer said: 

“TI.am a democrat. I heard your ex- 
president. Why don't the good people 
of America elect William Jennings 
Bryan president? He is the greatest 
statesman in America. We honor and 
love Mr. Bryan.” I said, “Mr. Bryan is 
now: in London.” “Yes,” he said. “‘He 
was at the world’s missionary confer- 
ence and I am’ hot surprised to hear 
that he was one of the leading speak- 
ers. Mr. Bryan, like Mr. Gladstone, is 
a Christian statesman, And I hear that 
he frequently speaks in the churches 
at home.” 

World’s Missionary Conference. 

I will say that the Wor!ld’s Mission- 
ary Conference was the greatest gath- 
ering since Pentecost. Its influence 
will be felt around the world. The 
whole church now stands for unity and 
cooperation in the mission fields. Men 
with brains. Napoleons of finance are 
now turning their attention toward the 
work of saving the world.

200,000,000 Hindus. 

The Hindu religion is one of the old- 
est on earth. It sprang from our Aryan 
forefathers, and was practiced thou- 
sands of years before Christ. From age 
to age and generation to generation it 
has been the faith of huridreds of mil- 
lions and today one-eighth of all mian- 
kind upon it rest their hope of salva- 
tion. There are twice as many befiev 
ers of this religion in ndiaI as there 
are men, women and children in the 
United States. They form two-thirds 
of the whole population, and most of 
them are so earnest that they will suf- 
fef pa‘n and death. rather, than re- 
nounce their belief. The Hindus are 
Haturally religious. In one-form or 
enother they worship almost every- 
thing under the sun. They lofg for sal- 
Vation and they live in daily fear of 
hell and damnation. Thig is especially 
80 of the common people and t6 a large 
extent of the Brahman. 

The Gods of the Hindus. 

I despair of giving you an adequate 
conception of the gods of the Hindus. 
Taking into account their idols, tem- 
pies, shrines and other objects of 
worship, it is estimated that they num- 
ber, all told, something like thre» 
hundreq millions. And notwithstand- 
ing this, the Hindus base their belief 
upon one God alone, of whom they say 
there is no second. They say tha: 
God made the heavens and the eartn. 
&nd that he permeates ajl creation. He 
is in every man, and in everything. 
He is a part of you and me, and, there- 
fore, your acts and my acts are Hi: 
acts. We cannot sin if God is doing 
the acting, and at the best our future 
is fated. When we were babies the 
life we would lead was written upon 
our foreheads, ang our joys and mis- 
fortunes were settied before we saw 
light.

This contains over 1,000 
hymns addressed to the gods, /and com- 
memorating the march of the Aryan 
race from Rabul to the Punjab. And 
then there is the Sama Veda, which 
is largely taken up with the ceremo- 
nies of the religion; the Atharva Veda, 
composed. chfefiy’ of incantations, and 
the Yajur Veda, the publication of 
which the government is trying to 
suppresg on account of its obscenity. | 
Connected wth these is the code of 
Manu, which gives the laws and cus-.! 
toms of the Hindus and is generally 
obeyed today. There are also religious ; 
and philosophical works written by tne 
Brahmans, and of late these men have 
uttered new doctrines through their 
reigious journals and newspapers. 
They are advocating the more strict 
observance of their religion, insisting 
on the eustom of infant marriages 
and upon the. abandonment of the re- | 
marriage of widows. There are others ; 
who are advocating reforms more 
along the lines of our civilization. 
The Four Great Castes.. 

It is in the code of Manu that we 
find set town the four great castes 
which have existed among the Hindus 
for thousands of years: These are the 
main divisions of castes which form 
such a big element.in the situation 
today, although there are thousands of | 
minor divisions. The first and highest | 
caste is that of the Brahmans o0r' 
priests. These men are the Levites 
of the natives, but they have a higher 
position than the Levites held in Ju- 
dea. They are supposed to have sprung 
originally from the mouth-of Brahma 
and were enjoined to study, teach and 
receive alms. By the right of birth 
they are the lords of creation and the 
rest must support them. There fare 
something ‘like twenty miliion of of 
them in India, and they are the vam- 
pires of every community. They suck 
the blood of their fellows, who are 
bound to support them.

“No matter how rich or how power- 
ful a native becomes, he cannot rise 
above his caste. Take the Maharajah 
of Gwalior, he is one of the richest 
of the native rulers, and vast sums, 
flow into his coffers. He has a big | 
country to govern, and his subjects are | 
millions. Nevertheless, the poorest 
Brahman. among them would not give 
him his daughter in marriage, and I 
venture the rajah would. give all he 
had if he could raise his caste. He' 
would pay untold fortunes to be made | 
a Brahman, but that cannot be bought: 
We have other raiahs of such high 
caste that the majority of their sub- 
jects dare not come near them. I can- 
not describe caste: it has existed for 
ages and it is strong today.” 

The Marriage of Brahmans. 

The rules of caste are strict as to 
marriage, and this is especially so as 
the Brahmans. The daughter of a 
pork-packing millionaire could never 
mary a duke in this country. The 
Brahman thinks ‘he condescends if he 
looks upon a woman of a caste below | 
him, and as a rule marriages are made 
only in the.caste and in the divisions | 
of the castes to which ,one belongs. | 
This leads to the union of cousins, and | 
the consequent degeneration of the | 
race. | 

As to marriages, the code of Manu 
s rigid, especially as te the selection | 
of a wife by the twice-born. There 
are certain families which the Brah- 
mans must avoid no matter how rich 
they may be. The code advises hin: 
to wed a female free from bodily de- 
fects, one with small teeth and soft 
limbs, a moderate quantity of haf: 
and the gait of an elephant. Lat him 
beware of the maiden with reddish 
hair or red-eyed. He must marry in 
his own caste, but not to one of the 
same family on the father’s side. Re- | 
lation on the part of the mother does | 
not scem to matter. : 

The code of Manu declares that a! 
Sudra woman alone can be the wife of : 
a Sudra; in other words, a dishwasher | 
must marry a dishwasher anda slop- | 
carrier a slop-carrier. It is the sams : 
with the Vaisyas and the Kshatryas. 

Some Caste Prejudices. 

The laws alsod provide that only per- 
sons of the same caste may eat to- 
gether, and for a person of one caste 


I stopped today before an itinerant 
sweetmeats peddier and began to fin- 
ger some of the candies on his table.

During my travels in the far east I 
have frequently been upon steamers 
with Hindus of one grade or another. 
Those of the higher castes carry their 
cooks with them. They bring their 
own water on board and never come 
to the general tables. When the Ra- 
jah of Jeypore went to England not 
ong ago he-had a full retinue of ser- 
vants and his own kitchen, which 
could be entered by none but his own 
people. 

The other day in visiting a temple 
here at Benares I met a Hindu with 
He had just 


‘come up from the Ganges, and placed 


the bow] on a ledge and was sitting 
beside. it. I. picked. it up, thinking to 
buy it...Thereupon the Man grew 
angry, and my guide said that I had 
committed an unpardonable sin. 

He said the man could not use the 
bow] until it had been heated red hot 
in the fire and thus purified. 

Effeet of Western Innovation. 

The Hindus will not touch water 
which has not been drawn by their own 
people, and they must not eat food 
cooked in water supplied by different 
castes. This fact for a long time hin- 
dered the use of the waterworks which 
the English have introduced into some 
of the cities, but by a special dispen- 
sation granted by the Brahmans they 
are now raising the ban as to water 
on tap. This is one of the things tend- 
ing to modify caste. ° 

Another is the railways and tram- 
ways. At first the Brahmas“and others 
of the higher castes wanted cars of 
their own. They could not get them, 
and now all must travel together. The 
schools of the government admit pu- 
pils of all castes and the Brahman 
boys now sit in the same rooms with 
the Sudras. 

The Brahmans have also changed 
certain caste rules as to drink. The 
stores are full of new things from 
abroad, and these are desired by all 
castes in common. It is allowable now 


to use patent medicines and sodawater | 


without losing one’s soul. A man is 
not damned if he buys ice made by a 
foreigner, and he can eat soda crackers 
without being polluted. It is the same 
with ginger ale and other soft drinks. 

It is different as. to meats. The flesh 
of the cow ts sacred, and any Hindu 
who would eat the liquid extract of 
beef would be damned, and a ham 
sandwich is a passport to hell.

He was a living 
skeleton, almost stark naked, with 
great round, staring eyes and long. 
frowsy brown hair. His hands lay 
over the dashboard of the vehiale: 
they were claws. His shoulder bones 
almost protrudei, ang his knee bones, 
over which the flesh was tightly 
drawn, were fitted under His armpits. 
so that he sat erect with his knea 
actually under his arms. His face and 
body were smeared with ashes, anil 
his great eyes alone showed the soul 
behind. 
A Horde of Dirty Fanatics. 

I have seen many of these men qdur- 
ing my travels in India. They never 
wash and pride themselves on their 
uncleanness. Their methods of tor- 
ture are jegion. I have seen some who 
have sat or stcod until their bodies 
have stiffened, and they could hardly 
move if they would. Some hold thelr 
arms erect until the nails grow inio 
the flesh. There are fakirs in Benareg 
who never sit down, and others who 
lie on beds of spikes or nails or upon 
masses cf broken stones. 

Some try to acquire merit by refus- 
ing to sleep, and others by eating all 
sorts of vile foods. Such men carry 
about human skulls as drinking cups. 

Among these religious frauds are 
those who claim they can remain 
buried underground for a time without 
dying. Others are able to walik 
threugh fire, and’ at every holy fair 
you may see a half dozen or so under- 
going the ordeal of the five fires. The 
fakir sits almost naked, with four fires 
about him, just far enough away 
prevent the flesh from sizzling. He 
is out in the open, and the fifth fire !s 
tropical sun, which blazes down 
cn his head. 

You have al! heard of the Jugger- 
naut car. That is a fraud that was 
carried on at. One place in India. 
Among other torments are the thrust- 
ing of pieces of iron through the flesh. 
and ospecially through the tongue, and 
another is the swinging to and fro of 
hceoks. fastened into the muscles 
of the arms and breasts. Such things 
pre not common here. But they may 
be seen now and then; ang the people 
beileve that those who practice them 
and thereby attain 4 
position in the transmigrations 
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find the farmer wanting lands.

Hamilton, considers she has fulfilled all 
her obligations as a mother when she 
has a well-trained nurse to look after 
her children.

This time, however, 
he has not been rediscovereG but his 
heirs have petitioned the Austrian 
courts to declare him officially dead 


so that his estate. now valued at some-, 


thing like $5,000,000, may be disposed 
of. The applicati n te presume h'‘s 
death has been made in the imperial 
court at Vienna by the Archduke Jo- 
seph Ferdinand, one of the nephews of 
the Archduke Johann Salvator. The 
court directed a postnonement of the 
application for a period of six months, 
in order to permit the filing of any 
proofs that Johann Orth was. still 
alive. The Archduke Johann Salvator, 
son of Leopold I., grand duke of Tus- 
cany, and an archduke of Austria, was 
born in 1852. 

In .1889, he met Milly Stubel, the 
beautiful daughter of a Viennese 
tradesman, who was appearing as a 
dancer in the Roval Opera. 
duke was smitten with love of the 
Gancer and was resolved to possess 
her, whatever sacrifice it might in- 
volve. For a long time the girl did 
not suspect the rank of her lover. But 
at length the secret was revealed to 
her. He professed himself willing to 
marry the woman of his heart. This, 
of course, meant a breach with thse 
Emperor Frances Josevh. and the sac- 
rifice of his country and all his social 
prospects. He decided to begin life 
afresh and throw his birthright to the 
winds. He married the lady of his 
choice in a London register office, and 
bought the Santa Mareherita, an iron 
sailing ship of about 1,300 tons, at 
Hamburg. As Johann Orth he ran out 
from Chatham on his first voyage to 
South America with a cargo of cement. 
Here his captain fel! ill, and had to be 
paid off, most of the crew following 
suit. Johann Orth took over the com- 
mand himself, and engaged a fresh 
crew. At Iquique the Santa Margerita 
saileqd for Valparaiso, doubling Cape 
Horn, Since that time neither ship 
nor any occupant has been heard of. 
The petition to presume death entered 
in the Vienna courts claims that the 
best proof of death is that no more 
letters have been received from Johann 
by his mother, to whom he wrote reg- 
ularly before. Exhaustive inquiries 
by Austrian consuis in South America, 
t Is -potnted out, have produced nega- 
tive results. Johann’s will, which is 
deposited in Vienna, !s still unopened.

“The greatest needs in my mind -for the live stock industry of 
this state,” says Mr. White, reaching the crux of the situation, “are 
for the farmers and stock-raisers to make up their minds that it 
is just as important to produce meat and foodstuff as it is to pro 
duce COTTON AT A HIGHER RELATIVE COST.” 

That is the problem stated in a nutshell. 

Cattle and corn 
are indispensable to the production of cotton; are, in fact, one of 
the largest items in the cost of its production. \ :

Almost simultaneously, this same bureau issued a statement 
emphasizing the opportunity opened to Georgia farmers, southern 
ones for that matter, in that receipts of hogs on the open markets 
had decreased 25 per cent from the average, while receipts of cattle 
lad decreased 6 per cent.

As often as not, the law is honored in the breach. Even were 
it enforced, it prevails in such a minority of the counties as to afford 
no relief to the situation as regards the state-at-large. 

This condition shames the state. 

It may, at any time, involve the legitimacy-or the good name of 
men or women in Georgia. . 7 

It may, at any time, precipitate endless, costly and needless 
litigation over titles to property. 

Already it has radically handicapped the health authorities in 
their fight upon death and disease, for first you must know what 
and where to fight before even the most scientific organized combat 
is of utility. 3 

There can be no palliation of the neglect that perpetuates this 
almost criminally slipshod method of keeping records of births and 
deaths in Georgia. 

Times without number the state board of health, town boards 
of health, medical associations and organizations of business. men 
have brought the matter forcefully to the attention of the general 
assembly. 

Nothing has been done. 

Regarding how many people die in Georgia each year, the 
cause of. their decease, we are in midnight darkness. 

Regarding ‘how many people are born, and under what condis 
tions they come into the world, there is no statistical record. 

We plume ourselves on our ability to teach lessons to the old 


world. 

Yet any old-world country can produce accurate records of its 
humblest native-born inhabitant, stretching back in some instances 
as far as the middle ages.

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WHEN CROPS “COME BAK.” 


With each recurring spring the spirit of prophecy broods over 
the frelds and the markets, and the “crop-killer” is almost as much in 
evidence as his prototype, “the fool-killer.” 

With this species of pessimists, The Lincoln (Neb.) State Jour- 
nal has little patience, and in this playful manner disposes of their 
dolefulness, meanwhile paying tribute to the recuperative power of 


the average American crop: 


The doctrine of the resurrection of crops can now hardly be de- 
nied. Lincoln fruit dealers report Arkansas peaches coming in by the 
carload. The Arkansas peach crop, as everybody knows. was ki led 
by the April and May frosts. Nebraska apples, also killed by the 
spring freeze, are now on the market. But the most notable evidence 
of the power of a crop to “come back"’ is furnished by the present 
Nebraska wheat crop. It was a grave question with the farmers ten 
weeks ago, it will be remembered, whether or not to plow up their 
wheat.

The Letter. 


“Mr. J. E. Hite, Director, Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Extension, Ath- 
ens, Ga.—Dear Sir: Your Wtter of 
July 26th received, anqd would have 
been answered sooner except for hav- 
ing become misplaced in our.office. 

“The percentage of catthe, hogs and 
sheep, raised in Georgia and siaugh- 
tered at our packing house since its 
completion on March 3, of this year, 
is shamefully low, esttmated at 10 per 
cent. The cattle raised in our state 
and shipped here for beef are scarcely 
fit for beef, insomuch as they are so 
far from the beef type of cattle with 
which we have to place them in com- 
petition in sale. We are drawing 
most of our beef cattle from Tennes- 
see. The farming and stock raising 
districts of that state, having done 
awa with their Jersey and scrub 
stock, are now producing beef cattle of 
a type that make them of equal value 
to most any beef cattle in the country. 
The cattle shipped into this market, 
Georgia-raised, show poor breeding, 
lack of care and attention, and as a 
result are sorry at their best. Our 
average cattle at the age of. 4 to 6 
years old are no heavier (with their 
horns cut off) than calves in Tennes- 
see 12 to 18 months. 

“Regarding hogs. We get very few 
hogs .from the corn section of our 
state, those coming from south Geor- 
wia, fed principally on peanuts, are 
not good hogs for packing, but are 
just the right kind to make good by 
feeding properly for a reasonable 
length of time. It takes corn to mak» 
wood hard meat. Peanuts and mash 
make oily meats, which have to be 
marketed at a very much lower price 
than the best meats.

Athens, Ga., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Rev. Crawford Jackson, general secre- 
tary of the Juvenile Protective Asso- 
ciation of Georgia, was in Athens yes- 
terday, and reported that the family of 
young citizens at the Juvenile State, 
the unique community located on the 
Southern railway 6 miles north of this 
city, is steadily growing—indeed, as 
fast as it seems wise to receive addi- 
tions to this class of children which 
the State deals with. The institution 
now has fourteen citizens, besides the 
officers and workers employed by the 
Juvenile Protective Association. 

Two sessions of the legislature— 
which makes the laws of the State— 
and several terms of the courts—which 
interpret and enforce these regula- 
tions—have been recently held. In 
these and in many other ways, Mr. 


Jackson says, the boys are learning the 
duties and responsibilities, the prerog- 
atives, functions and privileges of self- 
governing citizenship. 

A banking system, very simple, but 
very helpful, has been lately estab- 
lished, and the boys, paid in the cur- 
rency of the State, make deposits, 
keep their bank books, draw checks 
for their own board and for some 
other classes of expense.

‘Much Sympathy Wasted. 

“J think much sympathy is being 
wasted on the victims of the civil war 
in Nicaragua,” said G. V. Dart, of New 
Orleans. 

“The people. in this ‘country who 
haven’t visited Nicaragua don't seem 
to realize that an open warfare be- 
tween the Madriz and Estrada factions 
cannot be a bit worse than so-called 
peace under Zelaya or any of his

“It may be somewhat more spec- 
tacular to be shot. down in battle, but 
a man is just as dead if shot by a file 
of ‘soldiers while standing against a 
stone wall. There may be some com- 
pensating thrill, in losing all one’s 
property by the devastation of war, 
but a man is left just as poor if he has 
it taken away by the president under 
the name of a ‘loan.’ And there isn't 
the slightest doubt that Zelaya was 
shooting Nicaraguans right and left 
and robbing them of their savings 
while the country was declared to be 
in a state of peace. 

“The situation is wretched. Even if 
peace were established tomorrow, and 
a government which had the intérest 
of the people at heart were put in 
power, the country could not recover 
in twenty years what it has lost in 
the years that Zelaya has been directly 
and indirectly in power. It seems a 
shame that such a naturally rich ter- 
ritory should be so thoroughly wasted. 
The business interests of the gulf coast 
of the United States certainly will 
welcome a solution of the difficulty. 

A Question Solved. 

“The, English have solved a question 
that has been worrying the people of 
the District of Columbia,” declared P. 
Miller, of Louisville. 

“George V was proclaimed king 
weeks ago. The coronation ceremony 
has been set for June 22, of next year. 
That will be more than a year after 
his election to the throne. : 

‘“T was in Washington on Taft's in- 
auguration day, and I am heartily in 
sympathy with any effort that is made 
to postpone the ceremony to a later 
date.

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GEORGIA RIFLE TEAM 


TO BE NAMED THIS WEEK

From a score or more of the best 
rifle shots in the Georgia scat: al 
team which is to represent Georgia at 
the national rifle match at Camp Perry, 
Ohio, will be chosen at the Fort Mc- 
Pherson range during the present week. 
The friendly rivalry between the con- 
testants is greater than ever before, 
possibly, and the officers who have 
the shoot in charge believe that most 
creditable scores will be made. 

The 15 men making the highest aver- 
age here will compose the Georgia 
team which will g6 to Camp Perry for 
the purpose of taking part in the 
match in which will be entered teams 
from every section of the United States. 
And the militia will not be allowed to 
compete alone, for teams from the 
army, the navy, and the marines will 
also be in the lists of entrants. 

And here again the rivairy will be 
intense. Each team will strive to the 
limit of its powers to outdistance the 
others, actuated solely by the desire 
to carry home to its state the honors 
of the shoot. 

Importance of Shoots. 

Few, if any, of the citizens of any 
state outside those coming directly in 
touch with the militia realize the im- 
portance of these shots. Not that it 
matters particularly to whom the hon- 
ors of -the meet go, for honors are 
won and lost yearly, but for the influ-

The achievement of the ambition to be 
a contender for national marksman- 
ship honors comes only after weeks 
and months of work on the range, after 
weary hours of pouring over seeming- 
ly unimportant details, and after many 
discouragements. To win success means 
for the militiaman, not only greatly in- 
creased efficiency as a weapon of war, 
ubt a clearer insight into the trath 
that in the making of a present day 
soldier, only stern methods may be em- 
ployed. ; ; 
Shooting a Scienca. 
, Of what is required of a man be- 
fore he can qualify even as a maerks- 
man, the lowest grade of expers snot, 
the average man hag little or no idea. 
That a person who can hit a bull’s-eye 


three out of four times at 200 yards } 


for an indefinite number of times, may 
not after all, have any of the qualifica- 
tion of a: marksman, is beyond his com- 
prehension. Such is the case, however. 

To hit a bull’s-eye in a shooting gal- 
lery or a bird on the wing does not 
constitute military marksmanship. The 
hunter of animals who kills at 200 and 
300 yards has no relation to the hunter 
of men who kills at ranges exceeding

TAfe is a struggle from start to fin- | 
ish—‘‘the “survival of the fittest” ap- 
plies to man as forcibly as to any of 
the animals or creeping things.

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COST OF HOG-CHOLERA: 
HOW TO PREVENT IT 


Hcg cholera is an acute contagious 
disease affecting hogs at any age. It 
is noticed by seemingly coming all at 
once and taking away many hogs, es- 
pecially at first, tg become less vio- 
lent in its attack as the. disease 
progresses; those last becoming af- 
fected usually recover, but are 
stunted for life. 

Hog cholera was thought for a long 
time to be caused by a germ, but that 
is not the case, so far as we know 
now. 

How can the disease be fought? By 
tWo ways, the serum alone and the 
serum simultaneous methods, aided by 
a third; good sanitary and prevent- 
ive measures. By the serum alone 
method the serum from a -hyper- 
immune hog is taken (that is, the 
bloog: with the fibrin whipped out of it 
so it will not clot), from a hog that 
has survived an attack of cholera and 
has had injected into his system large 
amounts of blood from a hog about 
to die of cholera, then wait ten days 
following the injection befcre attempt- 
ing to draw to make serum of. This 
process is tedious, and requires much 
work in detail, consequently I will 
not outline it. By the serum simulta- 
neous method the serum fram an 
hyperimmune hog is injected into a 
hog to be treated at the same time 
some virulent blood from a sick hog :8. 
More serum is injected than virulent 
blood, in order that its effect may be

A Serious Disease. 
Hog. cholera is a very serious dis- 


Lease, and a bad drawback to the farm- 


ers; but it can be checked, and eventu- 
ally stopped. 

In two states it is conservatively 
estimated that $1,250,000 is lost an- 
nualiy in each state from hog cholera. 
I should say that Georgia farmres 108e 
from $250,000 to $500,000 annually from 
this disease. This is low. 

We owe much to Dr. Dorset Miles 
for working out the treatment. The 
government appropriated them money 
to prove their theories, and it was 
done around Ames, Iowa. 

First, here are some facts that are 
familiar to us all about how hog chcl- 
era works on hogs that. are not 
treated. At Nevada, Iowa, a herd of 
205 were affected, and al) died but 
three old sows and eight shoats, or 
95 per cent died; in another herd of 
30, 22 died; in another cf 35, all died 
but six; in another of 37, all but three 
died; in a herd of 100 all died; and 
in a herd of 36, 33 died. Many such 
facts could be related, but these sound 
familiar enough to bring home many 
bygone costly experiences on farms in 
Georgia. I have reports from 18 lo- 
calities in Georgia that have been re- 
ported to the station since I have been 
here, and that is since the first of the 
year. From 80 to 90 per cent of the 
hogs died at these places reported. 
This only covers a shost time, conse- 
quently you can readily see how much 
information could be obtained if more 
statistics of the hogs and their trou- 
bles were kept. 

At the government station, near 
Ames, some very convincing results 
are recorded. The following is a sum- 
mary: 

In one experiment 233 hogs were 
treated, 104 were left for checks, 11 
per cent of the treated died, while 76 
per cent of the checks died. The sick 
and the well hogs all ran together; 
in herds that were badly infested, with 
many of the animals dying, -vesults 
are not so good. i 

Serum’s Effect. 

The serum will not have as good ef- 
fect upon the latter part of an attack 
as it will.upon the beginning. In such 
a case 386 were treated and 16.5 per 
cent died. while of 132 untreated, 71 
per cent died. Yet you can see a great 
difference in the treated and unireat- 
ed. The serum treatment in such cases 
does not always keep off the disease, 
but renders the attack less severe, 
and most of the animals make a nice 
recovery. Its use, therefore, is war- 
ranted at any time. 

The serum simultaneous method. 
as above stated, was used upon herds 
not affected. but were bordering on 
communities that were afterwards af- 
fected. 

The Saving. 

“The work of stopping the disease 
in a herd or herds over the state is a 
small matter,” as Dr. J. W. Connownay, 
of Missouri, says, “compared with the 
direct saving by the prevention of the 
spread of the disease has been, if | 
did in the past year vaccinate 59,000 
hogs that were affected with cholera 
and saved from 80 to 90 per cent of 
them.” Therefore. it can be seeu how 
much can be saved by preventing a 
disease before we have it to fight. Pre- 
pare for war in time of peace. 

O14 and young hogs are equally 
successfully treated against hog chol- 
era. 

54 Preparing Serum. 

In preparing the-serum several hogs 
are needed and suitable pens. In tax- 
ing non-immune hogs, they are treated 
with the serum simultaneous method 
untfl they can be injected with a large 
amount of disease-producing material; 
then wait ten days before drawing any 
bloog ‘to produce serum with. There 
is some cost to it which must neces- 
sarily be borne by the state. It ts a 
werthy cause, so let Georgia be the 
first southern stete to do this work. 
North Carolina is doing some, but they 
are not getting any money from the 
state as yet. Riecrrta has the chance 

be the leader in this work among 
southern states.

sound herds 982 were treate1. efter- 
ward beng exposed, and tweive died. 
Dr. Paul Fisher, of Ohio, treated 5,628 
infected hogs and over 5,000 were 
saved. The total weight of these Ohio 
hogs is accurately at 650.000 pounds 
and at a prevailing price at 8 cents per 
pound their value for pork alone would 
be $52,00¥. (This is the price in Ohio.) 
This does not consider the blood of the 
hogs as breeders. This is not esti- 
mating the value gained from stopping 
the spread of the disease. Dr. J. H. 
Gains, of Nebraska, in the past year 
sent serum to have 4,000 hogs treated, 
with a loss of less than 10 per cent. 

The length of time of immunity 
from each method has jot yet been 
fully determined. This is needed to be 
known; however, it would not have 
much effect on the results of the treat- 
ment. Here at the station we have 
good conditions under:which we could 
produce the serum if the state would 
give us the money. It’s true. We get 
money from the’ federal government, 
but that absolutely cannot be used for 
such purposes. It must be used for 
finding out the cause and treatment of 
diseases and not the treatment after it 
has been proved a practical fact. We 
get no money from the state only to 
pay the expenses of the board meet- 
ings. We are the ones to carry on this 
work, consequently, I ask that the state 
give us the necessary money to do the 
work with. Five thousand dollars 
would make a good start. By doing 
this work the state could be enriched 
no telling how much, 

The state could not be expected to do 
this work all free of charge, so the 
actual cost of the serum would have 
to be charged the farmers making 
application for it. Other states are 
making these very necessary appro- 
priations, as there is no reliable way 
we can get serum.

mate of the south Dublin workhouse, 
who was a soldier in the civil war in 
the United States. 

Bailey is 70 years of age. In the 
’k0s he went to the United States. 
When the rebellion broke out he joined 
the ranks of the unionists and fought 
through. the war. After the war was 
over he went west but did not prosper. 
When old age overtook him he return- 
ed to his old home, but found all his 
old friends dead or scattered to parts 
unknown.

Interesting Report of Mrs. E. 
F. Moulton, Chairman of 
the Civic Department 
of the General 
Federation. 


By Mrs. Edwin F. Moulton, 
Chairman Civic Department G. F. W. C. 


Today woman is not only acquaint- 
ing herself in the art of municipal 
equipment, but in promoting every 
phase, either directly or indirectly, 
that has to do with the inner and 
outward life of the community. We re- 
call with what timidity and little as- 
surance she entered upon civic work, 
little dreaming her latent power. City 
planning and the disposal of waste 
were unknown quantities to her. Now 
she ig studying both of these problems 
with a zest unknown in her efforts to 
resuscitate some dead issue during the 
period that her club was “organized 
for literary purposes only.” She is no 
longer merely an amateur, but ig a 
student of eivics, and a right-hand 
assistant of tfle city officials in every- 
thing pertaining to the welfare of the 
community. And what are the results 
of these efforts? For, with civics as 
with people, by their fruits we know 
them. : 

Recognizing the universal desire for 
more healthful and attractive cities 
and villages, women are endeavoring 
with the men of our country to cor- 
rect.the errors we have in the past 
permitted our cities to assume, and 
now to have them so guarded that 
civic neglects and defects may be com- 
pletely eliminated in the future. Evils 
creep into the life of a city or village 
as in the life of people, and must be 
as carefully weeded out. 

The clubs of the general federation 
are endeavoring to have our munici- 
palities fulfill the mission for which 
they exist, by affording civic right- 
eousness to all, rich and poor. Many a 
city today would be minus pure water 
and pure milk supply, playgrounds, 
parks, open spaces, waste disposal, 
clean streets, clean markets, and s0 on 
down through the necessities of a proy- 
ident city, but for the efforts of the 
clubs in agitating the needs of their 
city and of educating the public to 
see the value of better civic condi- 


tions. . 

Parks have been. purchased, free 
waste disposals installed, playgrounds 
equipped and maintained, vacation 
schools and juvenile courts establish- 
ed, unsightly vacant lots transformed 
into beauty spots, streets and side- 
walks cleaned, and an entire revolu- 
tion has taken place in the appearance 
of back yards and home surroundings. 
In recognition of Arbor day, thousands 
of trees have 


for—one club planting 6 mfMes of 
roadway—and a smaller club having 


3.000 trees to its credit. Municipal and 
state housecleaning is becoming an 


annual event. Money 
by many clubs and expended for the 
ood of their city. The clubs of the 
anal Zone have made especial efforts 
to have the fine trees and shrubs 
spared for shade along the walks and 
streets. All clubs are listed as foes to 
the present form of modern art (°) 
that disfigures our cities and land- 
scapes, and one club has practically 
eliminated the billboards from their 
¢ity limits. 

The civie work of this great organ- 
ization is on a broad, firm, working 
foundation, and its civic achievements 
have brought recognition from the 
leading men and women of our coun- 
try. Why, even the experts on the 
billboard evil assert that, if we so 
desire, we can rid our land of this 
form of desecration. We have entered 
the lists with those who are seeking 
more economy in the use of coal, and 
less soot for digestion: While, as good 
housekeepers, we have never held out 
the latch-string for the common house 
fly, it is only recently that we have 
grasped the disease-breeding capacity 
of this enemy to the human race, and 
have allied our forces with those who 
are seeking to drive this pest out of 
existence. 

It is through civic work that we 
have learned the value of well-direct- 
ed play, that it not only assures 
health, but develops character, and 
that the street, even in the small 
towns and villages, is not the school 
of correct morals for the child. A 
long-felt want is being rget by clubs 
in many states, in maintaining rest 
rooms for rural women and children. 

The majority of federated clubs are 
doing fine civic work, and, like all 
altruistic labors, it is fraught with 
self-sacrifice. Compensation lies in 
the fact that this is a reform that 
concerns all the people all the time 
and thus becomes truly a home mis- 
sion propaganda. With a desire for 
more cleanly and attractive cities has 
come first a desire, then a demand for 
a higher order of citizenship. The 
clubs realize that it is this awakening 
to the responsibility of citizenship 
that is going to help solve the problem 
of what our future cities will be. For 
this reason the clubs of the country 
have forced the educators to see-that 
any boy or girl who is not taught the 
rudiments of good citisenship is not 
fairly dealt with. We believe that -‘“if 
you wish to get anything into a .na- 
tion, get it into its schools; there- 
fore, we have urged that a Junior 
Civic Lague or a Good Citizens’ Club 
be organized in every school, and that 
every teacher become a director of the 
same. 

In the south, the municipal house- 
cleaning date—March 10—made by the 
former chairman, has been Kept, and 
let this day be forever set aside for 
that purpose. In the colder climate of 
the north we must name a later date, 
and find May a better time to remove 
our winter accumulations. As it has 
been our privilege to ald in the spring- 
time of this civic awakening, let us 
continue our labors until every city 
and village is clothed in garments of 
health and beauty, and every citizen 
an integral part of the city’s life. 

More than a thousand letters have 
been sent out in response for infor- 
mation and help, over seven hundred 
by the chairman. Several thousand 
miles traveled to carry a civic mes- 
sage ta conventions and cities, and 
the smaller towns. More requests for 
addresses on civics than the chairman 
could possibly meet. Members of the 
committee have also given civic mes- 
sages in various places. The reports 
show the great civic work you have 
accomplished; they exceed any pre- 
vious period, and do-great credit to

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AMERICAN WOMEN NOT LIKED 


BY THE NEW KING OF ENGLAND || 


London, August 6.—Although King 
Edward is hardly cold in his grave, 


already to Americans in London s0- 
ciety. The late king liked Americans 
and especially American women, and 
they owe to him the leading position 
which they occupied during his reign. 
The new k*ig doesn’t like them, and 
does not propose to patronize them, 
and English society is already taking 
its cue from him. 

This changed attitude was visible 
for the first time at Mrs. Miller Gra- 
ham’s party last week. This Califor- 
nia hostess is a newcomer to London 
society, and she has taken one of the 
most magnificent houses tn London. It 
iss situated in Grosvenor Square, and 
it has a ball room which is larger and 
grander than that at Buckingham pal- 
ace. For months society had been 
talking about her first big entertain- 
ment, and alk sorts of strings were 

ulled to obtain invitations. he late 

ing himself expressed his interest in 
the newcomer, and his desire to make 
her acquaintance, and had he lived it 
is not at all improbable that he. would 
have looked in during the evening and 
thus set the cachet of his approval on 
Mrs. Miller Graham. 

Now all this ig changed. It would 
be unfair to say that the eed was a 
failure, for all London is talking now 
about its magnificence, but it was 
purely an American party. All the 
guests were from across the Atlantic, 
with the exception of half a dozen 
men. 

Of course, most of those who had 
angled for invitationgé were able to 
plead King Edward's death as an ex- 
cuse, but the period of official mourn- 
ing is over, and many of the persons 
who found themselves unable to ac- 
cept Mrs. Miller’s invitation have been 
seen at other entertainments. 

People are wonderi now what the 
American women who have formed so 
prominent a part of society here are 
going to do in future, and the general 
opinion seems to be that they will 
form a distinctly American coterie in 
London similar to that which exists in 
Paris. At the houses of all but a few 
American hodtesses one may expect to 
meet only Americans, and there is lit- 
tle or no intercourse with the old 
French nobility. Of course, there is 
overlapping here and there, for a 
great many American women have 
married into this nobility, 
keep up their relations with 
American friends.

Now, the fact of the matter is that 
your varicocele is only a part of the

The 
nerve tone becomes deficient in the 
muscular coat of the spermatic vein, 
the vein becomes dilated, gradually 
loses its contractility and remains di- 
lated, and there you have your varico- 
cele. Now, while it is true that an 
operation may cure the varicocele 
itself, but it does not clre these symp- 
toms that nearly always accompany the 
varicocele.

The consequence is they allow 
the patient to believe, and, perhaps, 
believe themselves, that these symp- 
toms are due to the varicocele, when 
the fact of the matter is the symp- 
toms and the varicocele are entirely 
due to one and the same cause. I 
know very well that mary of these 
cases can be benefited, and in some 
cases absolutely cured without an 
operation. Where the valves of the 
veins are broken down and organic 
changes have taken place the opera- 
tion is absolutely essential. 

At any rate, I have been handling 
these cases for three decades, and have 
ideas about them, and 


they are accompanied with certain 
symptoms indicating a disarrangement 
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yet seen a case that these symptoms 
were all cleared up by an operation. 
But I have seen cases that, if they re- 
celved proper treatment after the 
operation, they were thoroughly and ef- 
fectively cured. 


Blood Poison.

Hot Springs is an excellent 
thing for certain conditions; Iodide of 
Potash is an excellent thing for cer- 
tain conditions that appear'in the dis- 
ease, but the fact of the matter is that 
I don’t give it in a hundred or two 
hundred cases, and it should be given 
with an exact knowledge as to what 
lts needs and requirements are, and 
then you will get the results expected. 
But if it is given with the hopes that 
you may get some good from it. it 
certainly does more harm than good. 
The consequence is, that I have ex- 
pressed myself heretofore very forcibly 
about the mixed treatment as being 
simply the outeome of a lazy doctor 
or an ignorant doctor, and I have 
no hesitation in letting the public 
know what I believe on,the subject- 

Now, the fact of the mater is, that 
the secret of treating syphilis, and 
treating it successfully, is to give care-

ful attention to details; and be exact 
in your methods and in this way every 
case can be controlled, and In the end

control, and know that it can be given 
a permanent cure if it is handled with 
a proper degree of attention and ex- 
actness : | 

i have had something to say in the 
past in reference to the after affects 
of syphilis, or the facts of the toxine 
left behind by the germs of the “dis- 
ease, and ifs effect on the nervous 
system. This, to my mind, is one of 
the most important: things today be- 
fore the medical profession in taking 
into consideration the treatment of the 
disease. A man who negleets the con- 
sideration of this feature of the trouble 
is almost sure to have many bad re- 
sults. Hundreds of cases are in & 
sense cured, so far as the disease is 
concerned, but yet they suffer from 
certain affections that they know to 
be due to the results of the disease, 
but which are not due to the disease 
itself, but are the sequels that follow, 
just the same as ‘man may have ty- 
phoid fever, and may get well of the 
typhoid fever, but. he is left an invalid 
afterwards from the effects on his sys- 
tem of the toxine left in the system, 
or from some other condition produced 
by the disease. The very things that 
are very often considered produced by 
the syphilis may also be due to ty- 
phoid fever, lagrippe, malaria, or any 
of the long-continued germ diseases 
that all leaves some toxic product be- 
hind in the system. 


' Gleet or Chronic Gonorrhea. 

Those who have followed my talks 
during the past few months know that 
I have some very decided opinions on 
this subject, and that I insist that 
gonorrhea is, in all probability, the 
most serious disease with which we 
have to contend. More serious in its 
effects upon the physical health, as 
well as upon our social structure. 
There is nothing that needs more care-~ 
ful attention, and yet there is nothing 
that has been more neglected, or is 
treated more indifferently, or with the 
idea that it was a trifling affection, 
than this very trouble. The acute 
phase of the disease is always serious; 
never anything else but serious, and 
when it runs into gleet or chronic af- 
fection it becomes more and.more seri- 
ous and is lIiable to be spread and 
cause intense suffering to those who 
are morally innocent, and perhaps in- 
nocent of any knowledge of what their 
trouble may be. a : 

I saw in my office recently a mos 
deplorable case of this kind. A woman 
who should be a_ very model of 
strength and health and vitality, who 
has been a. physical wreck for fifteen 
or twenty years. Ovarian and fallo- 
pian tubes in a state of chronic in- 
flammation, results of a disease con- 
tracted from a dissipated husband. 
Here again it is attention to details 
that becomes essential in the .treat- 
ment of the disease, and in nearly all 
of these cases care and careful atten- 
tion will give us good results.

Stricture. 


Stricture in a large proportion of

to other ca , and to my mind it is 
one of the’ things that receives en- 
tirely too much rough treatment, too 
much gouging and punching around, 


while mild measures are essential to 


ive the best results. At any rate, 
now that thirty years ago I was very 
much more liable to give the ordinary 
routine treatment that was laid down 
in the books upon the so-called au- 
thority of dilating, stretching and cut- 
ting one thing and another than I am 
now. And I know, too, that I get far 
better results by my methods today 
than I did then.

MANY CHANGES 
IN MINISTRY 


Berlin, August 6—(Special)—Emperor 
William is trying to solve questions of 
socialism by frequent changes of the 
ministry. In the past six weeks there 
have been no less than five. ministers 
appointed by the kaiser. For a mon- 
arch who is not responsible to the par- 
liament and can retain his sérvants as 
long as he likes. William’s consumtion 
of ministers is surely large. 

People are now talking of a socialist 
party in the next reichstag command- 
ing 120 votes. As there are only 397 
members of the reichstag, that would 
make the government of Germany pos- 
sible. Conservatives do not § believe 
that it will come to that, but It cannot 
be gainsaid th the socialistic vote 
has increaseqd 30 per cent since the 
low-water mark of 1907 when Prince 
Buelow left it. The nonsoclialist radi- 


the last three bye-elections, not 
through a recognized coalition, but be- 
cause the ideals of both are about 
equal. 

Of the departing ministers who prov- 
efi unsuitable to the needs of William, 
interesting elements are attached to 
each. Herr Von Dernburg, the colonial 
secretary, who discovered the German 
colonies. attempted to,explain to the 
people the benefits to be derived from 
the great sums of money expended 
upon the colonies. He was ridiculed. 
Baron von Schoen was held up as a 
foreigner because he used to live in 
France and speaks the Parisian tongue 
with faultless grace. Baron von 
Schoen is now taking himself to Paris 
as the German ambassador and he is 
a happy man. 

Herr von Kiderlen-Waechter. the new 
minister, is the strong man of German 
diplomacy. He fs 58 years old, cor- 
pulent and wears a military mustache. 
He ranks as the first German authority 
on the eastern affairs and in this coun- 
try one does not get a reputation for 
nothing. He is a bachelor. 

Foreign Secretary's Beginning. 

Politicians will never forget a cer- 
tain debate in the reichstag while 
Germany was yet in the tumult of the 


“Kaiser crisis” during which a florid, | 


burly man rose from the government 
bench. He wore a waistcoat of bright 
yellow. Tense with the emotions en- 


with his South German joviality an ex- 
tremely forceful temperament, which 
is destined to make itself felt unmis- 
takably in the Weltpolitik, of the com- 
ing months. For ten years Von Kid- 
erien-Waechter—he is often called Von 
Kiderlen simply—has held the rela- 
tively unimportant post of minister to 
Roumania. From that point of van- 
tage, however, he has surveyed the de- 
velopment of affairs in the Balkans 
and the Near East, and has been a 
vigilant outpost of Germany's vaulting 
ambitions in those regions of possi- 
bility. The .appointment as foreign 
secretary of the man who ranks as 
Germany's finest expert in Near East- 
ern conditions is a factor not wholly 
devoid of significance for future events. 
Whenever it has been necessary for 
Baron von .- Bieberstein, Germany’s 
astute ambassador at the Golden Horn, 
to leave Constantinople, Von Kider- 
len-Waechter has been appointed to 
act as his deputy. In the spring of 
1909, when Austria-Hungary and Ger- 
many were bidding Europe defiance 
en the Bosnian issue, it was Von 
Kiderlen-Waechter, still acting as 
foreign secretary at Berlin, who held 
the reins of German diplomacyiand di- 
rected the policy which coerced Russia 
into sulien recognition of the Bosnian 
annexation under penalty of war. 
Count Aehrenthal and Prince Buelow 
reaped the public laurels of that omi- 
nous triumph of German diplomacy. 
put when its inner history is written, 
to Von Kiderlen-Waechter will be giv- 
en the real credit. 

Berlin is apparently to lose Dr. 
Richard Strauss, musical director o5f 
Emperor William’s Opera house... Ai- 
though I can get no comfirmation of 
this report..in Berlin, the news comes 
authentically from Munich. 

Dr. Strauss has been -shief musical 
director of Emperor William’s Opera 
house for some time, and is much be- 
loved in this city. It is hinted thaé 
he may go to America for a term. 


Kaiser Deeply Affected, 


It is now whispered about Berlin 
that there is more than meets the eye 
in the death from heart failure of the 
kaiserin’'s youngest sister, Princess 
Feodora of Schleswig-Holstein.

FRENCH OFFICERS 


BATTLE NAIR 
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Paris, August 6.—(Special.)—The 
French army takes the fiying machine 
very seriously. Among the higher of- 
ficers of the military establishment it 
is firmly believed that the aeroplane 
will play an important if not a de- 
cisive part in the mext war. 

An instance of how closely the art 
of aviation is being studied from the 
viewpoint of the soldier was furnished 
after the recent meeting at Rheims 
when what perhapy the first aerial 
battle was fought. 

The idea of the first aerial skirmish 
occurred to Lieutenant Colonel Esti- 
enne, director of the military aviation 
establishment at Vincennes. He knew 
that several aviators who had taken 
part in the Betheny meeting intendad 
to fiy back with their machines to 
Mourmelon. Colonel Estienne took the 
opportunity to carry out an interest- 
ing aerial maneuver. He telegraphed 
to the military officers at Mourmelon 
to the effect that some aviators were 
to return to their sheds. They were 
to suppose that they had received or- 
ders to intercept their passage. 

The telegram was addressed to Lieu- 
tenants Cleveland and. .Gronier. expert 
fillers. They at once drew up a scheme 
of attack. The supposition was that 
a hostile army from the north had 
pushed its advance guards as far as 
Laon, while a French army was march- 
ing northward and had reached the 
neighborhood of Rheims, between 4 
and 4:30 o'clock. ‘They were at such 
a height that they. could not be de- 
stroyed by the French army marching 
north. Two more aeroplanes were 
seen at Garonne at 5:30. They were 
to be stopped. 

Attacks Monoplane. 

The two officers, on a biplane, set 
out at 6 o’clock. One of them was 
armed with a light magazine rifle, 
such as will be used hereafter by the 
aviation corps. During their excur- 
sion they came across a biplane and a 
monoplane returning to Mourmelon.

The officer 
then calmly fired four or five shots 
at a range of 200 to 400 yards, which 
would infallibly have smashed some- 
thing in the enemy’s monoplane or dis- 
abled the pilot. 

“As soon as this was achieved the 
observing officer perceived a biplane 
to the left, also going southeast, but 
at a height of more than 1,500 feet. 
He was going very fast, with the wind 
in his favor. ! 

“Not having sufficient time to rise 
above him, we simply avoided letting 
him pass over us at a vertical line 
and ot ng - a shell on us. We then 
approached him under his right wing. 
We could see with our glasses that 
there was only one pilot, and his fir- 
ing would not. be dangerous. Our ob- 
serving officer fired a shot or two at 
him, but. hampered by the upper 
wing. we missed the enemy. It was 
useless to try to pursue him with our 
machine. We, therefore, steered for 
Betheny, where we knew that 4 fast 
monoplane was ready.

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REMARKABLE STORY REVEALED — 
CONCERNING COUNTESS’ BIRTH 


Berlin. August 6.—(Special.)—One of 
the most romantic domestic stories 
that could be imagined has been un- 
folded in the German courts itn which 
A countess of supposed noble birth 
was exposed as a foster daughter and 
the real child of a carpenter. The 
case has just been concluded in the 
imperia}] court at Leipsic. 

In 1859 Count George von Voss, a 
member of one of the oldest families 
of the north German nobility, mar- 
reed in Galicia a woman of humble 
origin named Debaska. Their union 
proved childless. The count, however, 
felt deeply the absence of some being 
on whom he could lavish paternal] care 
and affection, and in his sorrow he b:- 
thought him that one of his sisters-in- 
law. who was married to a carpenter, 
had four children, fer whose bringing 
up too plentiful resources were not 
available. The family was approach 
ed on the subject, and ewentually con- 
sented to abandon all claim to one 
girl, who was taken over by the count 
as his own. daughter. To put the 
business on a thoroughly stable lega' 
footing from the outset, he suborned 
a reprobata priest to issue him a 
forged birth certificate to the effect 
that the girl, Helene by name. was, 
in fact, his child, and as much she 
figures this day on the courtly calen- 
dars. When the child was 13 her aunt 
and adopted mother died, and the 
count tock a second wife from his own 
worldly station. The new countess 
was invited, therefore, and was inl- 
tiated into the secret of Helen’s ori- 
gin, but was threatened with death in 
case she should reveal it to another. 

The gir] was married to a Prussian 
army officer, Captain Udo von Gron». 
Later the count died. .The widow was 


sorely tempted, because the count neg- 
and had she/| 


lected to leave a will, 
wxposed the fraud of the girl's early 
life the entire estate would have gone 
to herself. The supposed mother suc 
cumbed to temptation. She threatened 
a lawsuit if the supposed countess 
should try to make trouble. 
Countess von Voss had. however, 
reckoned without her host. Captat- 
von Grone, far from shunning the rev- 
elations as to his wife’s parentage. 
took the initative in litigation, and 
before the widow knew where she was 
she found herself defendant instead of 


claimant in the action. The captain's 
case was that he had been induced to 
marry his wife by representations 
that she was the child and heiress of 
Count von Voss, and that consequent- 
ly a fraud had been practiced upon 
him. He, therefore, urged that. the 
Countess von Voss, as her husband's 
heir and herself a party to the decep- 
tion, should be compelled to pay him 
the sum, of 13,000 pounds, to which he 
rould have naturally been entitled 
had his wife really been the count's 
daughter. The action has now been 
finally dacided in the captain's favor 
by the Imperial court, so that Frau 
von Grone w at any rate, suffer no 
recuniary loss through the disclosure 
of the secret of her birth.

We have just closed up a.deal for a lot on the 
corner of Edgewood ave. and Boulevard'at $250 
a front foot. This is the southwest corner where 
the little old-fashioned store is; the building 
was not taken into consideration at all, for it 
ie to be torn down to make way for a mod- 
ern business structure. The significant feature 
about the whole transaction is this: In . 1906, 
just four years ago, we began to sell out the 
East Atlanta Land Co.'s holdings and marked 
the corners on Edgewood and Boulevard at $40 a 
foot. 


That was in June, 1906, yet here in July, 
1910, one of the corners selis at $250 a front 
foot. Seme people kept copies of the advertise- 
ments we printed in 1906, and the predictions 
we made as to its increase in value. Every 
single prediction is borne out by the actual 
gales made. Not long ago the corner of Edge- 
wood and Jackson was sold at $250 a foot, and 
only a short time before that the corner of 
Edgewood and Howell brought $200 a foot. 


Of course, it is almost wasting time to be 
casting backward over lost opportunities, but we 
have estimated that if at the time we were 
closing out the East Atlanta Land Company’s 
property, someone hed bought every corner on

Joseph T. Kirby, of Coweta, one of the 
greatest and most progressive coun- 
ties in Georgia, he gave some very in- 
teresting points concerning the won- 
Gerful growth of Newnan and the 
Steady progress of that section of the 
state. 

Mr. Kirby is one of the brightest, 
strongest and most popular young men 
in Georgia. He is serving his first 
term in the legislature, and is making 
an excellent member of the house. 
makes friends easily and, better 
still, holds them. He is a candidate 
for reelection. 


Progressive Newnan. 


There is not a more progressive city 
of its size in the country than New- 
nan. It may hot be generally known, 
but it is a fact that Newnan stands 
fifth among cities of her size in wealth 
and in importance in the United 
States. With a population of 6,000, 
she grows steadily and solidly in the 
most modern way. She owns her 
splendid electric Mghting plant and 
her fine system of waterworks. Her 
sewerage system is excellent. Hier 
streets and sidewalks are paved with 
cement blocks. There are no better in 
the big cities of Georgia. Ground has 
been broken for a government build- 
ing and postoffice, which will cost up- 
ward of $70,000. The new courthouse 
would be an ornament to a metropolis. 
It is of beautiful architectural design, 
bullt of brick, and cost $75,000. Some 
idea of the value of business done in 
Newnan may be gleaned from the 
fact that she has four strong banks— 
three national and one state. Things 
being equal, her public school system 
cannot be excelled in the south. I had 
almost forgotten to say that the court- 
house was built without a bond issue. 
The expense of construction was de- 
frayed by devoting one year’s taxes of 
the people of Coweta to the structure. 


Strong in Manufactures. 


There are some valuable plants at 
Newnan. The fertilizer plant of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company 
is one of the largest in the south. The 
Cayuga Boiler Works, said 
largest plant of the kind in the south, 
are there. There is a big buggy fac- 
tory, and no less than three great cot- 
ton mills, employing hundreds of oper- 
atives each. Other smaller manu fac- 
tories there are, showing that this 
great little city knows that in divers!i- 
filed industries, large and small, lies 
the secret of growth in wealth and 
population. 

Coweta county produces in round 
numbers 30,000 bales of cotton a year, 


and most of it is handled in Newnan. | 


Heavy shipments of cotton are made 
to Grantville, Senoia, Sharpsburg and 
Turin, all prosperous, growing towns 
ranging from 800 to 1,500 in popula- 
tion. There are backband and overall 
factories in Coweta county, and a 
number of ginneries. Each of the towns 
named has a bank, and handles a fine 
trade. There_are other towns of a few 
hundred people in Coweta, and there 
are other banks. In all, the county has 
twelve banks. That is one of the best 
ways of saying that Coweta is one of 
the greatest business counties in this 


country. 
The Richest Yet. 


‘Some time ago one of Georgia’s most 
distinguished men said that there is 
no richer section of country in Amer- 
iea than the territoty covered by the 
counties of Coweta, Meriwether and 
Troup. This arises from three facts, 
to-wit: fertility of soil, natural re- 
gources; intelligence in development; 
the energy of the people. 

Many farmers in Coweta are turning 
to intensive farming, and are reaping 
the rich results which flow from 
thorough cultivation of small farms. 
On some of these: farms two bales of 
cotton to the acre are made right 
along, and 100 bushels of corn to the 
acre is not uncommon. Oats are culti- 
vated with the drilling process with 
wonderful success, and the marvelous 
increase in productiveness on small 
tracts of land cultivated to the highest 
degree, to say nothing of the saving 
in time, toil and money, and the en- 
richment of intensive farmers—-these 
things are revelations! Coweta is find- 
ing out that intensive farming Is a 
short cut to even greater riches than 
she is wringing from the bountiful 
soil, and in the not distant future it 
is predicted that intensive farming 
down there will become general. As 
it is, many farmers raise their own 
supplies, and the sales of meat 
corn to farmers by dealers are 
creasing yearly. 

Land Values. 

Convicts have been worked upon the 
public roads of Coweta for about seven 
years and the consequence !s a public 
road system of which any county might 
justly be proyd. As a matter of course 
good road building, together with nor- 
mal increase, have very greatly en- 
hanced the value of farming lands. 
During the past five years land values 
have increased 100 per cent. Good 
farm lands may be bought from $25 
to $100 per acre. Recently a farming 
tract of 1,310 acres sold for $33,000— 
$26 an acre. But the best farming 
lands are not for sale at any price, and 
some excellent farms would bring 
much more than $100 an acre. 

Still another factor in the enhance- 
ment of land values in Coweta has 
been railroads. Indeed the building 
of the old Atlanta und West Point 
Railroad through that section gave 
Coweta her first great impulse to real 
development. The building of other 
rallroads, including the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic, have aided in

A Talk On Tattnall. 


In answer to questions Senator J. L 
McLean, who ably represents the second 
district, gave some interesting informa- 
tion on the advancement of his section. 

For many years Dr. McLean has en- 
poyed a wide practice in Tattnall, where 
he resides, and the surrounding coun- 
try. A popular and prominent citizen, 


he is, also, a safe and excellent legisla- | 


tor. He is serving his second term in 
the senate and his district is a large 
and important one, comprising the 
counties of Tattnall, Toombs, Liberty 
and McIntosh. 3 
He might have spoken of the great 
agricultural possibilities of Toombs, 
the fine pasture lands and stock of 
Liberty and the fish and oysters of Mc- 
Intosh, but I asked him specially about 
the great county of Tattnall. 
Tattnall was one of Georgia’s big 
counties until Toombs was carved out 
of her, but she is still far from small. 
She was never in a more prosperous 
condition than today. Reidsville, the 
county seat, is a growing place of 
about 1,200, containing some substan- 
tial stores and neat residences. Among 
the tow'ns, all of which are in a flour- 
ishing condition, Claxton and Glenn- 
ville deserve special mention. Both are 
forging forward rapidly. Both have 
banks and the population of each is 
about 1,500. They are located on lines 
of railway and are wide-awake busi- 
ness places with modern appointments. 
Quince is also a pushing town, show- 
ing decided growth the past few years, 
but is smaller. There are other 
progressive little places in Tattnall. 


Public Roads. 


The county is comparatively level, 
but not a flat country tffe Effingham. 
The public roads, therefore, do not ré- 
Quire as much work as in mountainous 
sections. Convicts are used with: good 
effect and the system of public roads 
is being improved all the time. Land 
values have gone up considerably 
within the past few years, but farm- 
ing lands can be bought at most 
reasonable figures. There is much 
highly improved agricultural land in 
this county, but as yet the farmers 
have not generally adopted the inten- 
Sive plan of farming. Farmers, as a 
rule, raise the greater portion of sup- 
plies for man and stock, but there is 
some buying of meat from the outside. 

This county has seven or eight banks 


| and carries On a heavy trade with the 


Surrounding counties. Plenty of tim- 
ber is left in Tattnall and the saw 
mill industry flourishes. It is a great 
naval stores county and furnishes an 
immense amount of freight to the Sea- 
board, the Georgia Southern and Pied- 
mont and smaller lines of railway 
which traverse it. 
A Great Money Crop. 


Tattnall is in no sense a manufactur- 
ing county—but has magnificent water 
power, which some day is bound to be 
developed. Her great money crop is 
Sea Island cotton, of which valuable 
plant she raises severa] thousand bales 
a year. The crop this year is fairly 
good, and, of course, every pound will] 
find ready sale. 

Tattnall has the honor of being sec- 
ond in Sea Island cotton in Georgia— 
Bulloch standing first. 

The custom is to ship this cotton to 
Savannah and put it on sale— 

But the time will probably come 
when Tattnall county, which has '=$no 
cotton factory, will build beside her 
long staple fields plants for the manu- 
facture of this white treasure into 
articles to which it is adapted, and se}l 
the manufactured product to the world, 
instead of seliing the raw material for 
really, at times, less than it is worth, 
and buying back fine spool ‘thread and 
other commodities made of her cotton, 
at an enormous profit, not to Tattnall 
county, but the dealers and manufac- 
turers. 

Tattnall county strongly favors home 
industry. That’s right. She does not 
care much about immigrants. All 
right. But my, my, how splendid they 
would look, how useful they would ‘be 
~——just a few Sea Island cotton factories 
near the field - side! Then Tattnal) 


would be further and greatly enriched) 


by adding all the exchangeable values 
to Sea Island cotton herself—and keep- 
ing them at’ home! Unquestionably, 
the greatest need of Georgia and the 
whole south is money and skilled labor 
to change the raw material into the 
manufactured product right at our 
doors. 


Butts Is Growing. 


The Southern railway is the only 
railroad that runs through the good 
old county of Butts and has had much 
to do with aiding in the development 
of her resources. and the increase in 
the value of farm lands, but not every- 
thing. The splendid farmers of that 
growing county Know how to plough 
and dig deep and cultivate the soil, 
and they use the up-to-date agricul- 
tural implements, the latest improved, 
with telling effect. 

And so, no wonder that popular and 
faithful legislator, the Hon. J.-M. Mc- 
Michael, of Jackson, now ably répre- 
senting Butts county in the house, tells 
me that farm lands have increased in 
value fully 50 per cent within four 
years. The price of lands range from 
$50 to $100 an acre, and many of the 
owners are not anxious to part with 
them even at those prices. Some of 
the finest farm land in Butts could not 
be bought at any price. The public 
roads are in fairly good condition. But 
they will be greatly improved when'the 
chaingang system of working them

There is good stock and plenty of it 
in Butts county, and the majority of 
the farmers raise their own meat and 
other supplies. 

A Live Town. 

Jackson, the county seat, is one of 
the livest and best business cities 
of the size to be found anywhere. She 
is very progressive. The, population 
is now about 3,000 and the census 
this year will probably give her 4,000 
people. She is growing: steadily. The 
business buildings and residences have 
a modern air. There are several banks. 
and among the other evidences of pro- 
gress are a big cotton faetory, an excel- 
lent buggy factory,a cotton seed oil mill, 
and other smaller industries. Among 
her citizens are some of Georgia's best 
business men, and her schools are of 
the best in the state. Butts raises about 
12,000 bales of cotton a year and most 
of it goes to Jackson. In addition to 
all this Jackson has a fine electric 
lighting system; splendid waterworks, 
and the paving on the streets is good. 
The telephone system extends through 
the county and with the good roads 
and *modern vehicles it is almost as 
convenient living in the country as in 
town. 

Flovilla is a flourishing town and its 
growth the past few years has been re- 
markable. Famous Indian Springs, the 
property of the state, is reached via 
Flovilla. It is one of the greatest re- 
sorts in the south and one of the old- 
est, its celebrated waters having been 
used with good effect by tens of thou- 
sands during the past. 75 years, and 
long before that by the Indians. 

Upson Is Forging Ahead. 

Senator M. D. Womble, of the 
Twenty-fifth district, talks interest- 
ingly about the progressive feat- 
ures of Union, his home county. His 
district comprises the counties of Up- 
son, Talbot and Harris, three of Geor- 
gia’s best. Mr. Womble is a repre- 
sentative man in his section. He un- 
derstands the wants of the people and 
has shown great conservatism and in- 
telligence as a legislator in the pres- 
ent general assembly. 

Thomaston is the county seat of 
Upson and one of the thriving towns 
of Georgia. She has 3,000 population 
and this year’s census will most prob- 
ably raise it to over 4,000. She has 
all the appointments of a modern city. 
There are two banks and soon there 
will be three. She is well lighted, has 
well-paved streets and substantial 
business buildings and fine residences. 

Among manufacturing features may 
be mentioned a cotton mill with 600 
operatives, a large buggy factory, a 
Shoe factory, and an oil mill. Upson 
raises from 15,000 to 20,000 bales of 
cotton a year, most of which is handled 
at Thomaston. 

Her public school system is one of 
the best in Georgia.- These excellent 
schodlis hold a great meeting once a 
year. Two railroads, the Central o? 
Georgia, and the Macon and Birming- 
ham, pass through the county and 
with the good public roads, upon which 
convicts will soon be worked, help 
to enhance the value of farm lands and 
city property. Upson raises pretty much 
everything the farmers need. The red 
lands and the gray lands of middle 
Georgia are not only fine to look upon, 
but mostly level and very fertile. In- 
tensive farming is practiced to some 
extent and is growing in favor. Many 
of the farmers raise all their neces- 
sary supplies. 

Second Stock Market. 

Many other notable points might be 
made in favor of this, one of middle 
Georgia’s finest counties. 

Upson enjoys the honor of being the 
second stock market in Georgia. More 
stock are handled there than in Macon. 
Augusta or Savannah. Atlanta, alone; 
in the state, leads her in this respect. 

Among the great features which I 
neglected to mention above is the R. E. 
Lee Institute,.one of the greatest 
schools in the south. The faculty is 
able, the curriculum is high-class and 
the attendance of several hundred, the 
largest in the history of this college. 

The Flint river traverses thie 
county, giving it a wealth of water 
power. There are magnificent falls in 
this river, at which a power plant is 
being constructed. This is a step in 
the direction of making that section 
of Georgia rich in manufactories. Al- 
ready a good agricultural territory, 
with the addition of manufactures on 
a broad scale, the greatest possible 
development of its varied resources will 
be attained and, as a consequence, the 
highest wealth. The talisman for 
Georgia and the south is industry— 
home manufactures! It is the only 
leads to national inde- 
pendence!

[REFORMS OF FOOTBALL | 
DESCRIBED BY AN EXPERT 


1910 Rules Safe and Sound—New Game Forecasted by 
Princeton’s Strategist, Parke H. Davis, of the 
Intercollegiate Rules Committee,

The appearance of the football rules for 
1910 once more invites attention to the grid- 
tron. . six weeks must elapse before the 
moleskin suits come forth from the lockers 
and the lines of lime are painted upon school 
and college swards. With .the publication of 
the rules, however, the season really opens, 
for with the rule book in hand every strategic 
genius of the gridiron wil] furrow hig brows 
in 1 and laborious poring over each word 
and of the code, seeking to invent 
gome novel tactical evolution that next No- 
vember may bring victory to his Alma Mater 
and widespread fame to its inventor. Foot- 
ball essentially is a game of strategy, more 
elastic and profound than ches, only less 
elastic and profound than the tacticsvof actual 
warr In radical and revolutionary re- 
vision of the rules presented for 1910 football 
tacticians, players and spectators will find a 
new game. 

Football in its time has encountered many 
reforms, but football’s time indeed is long. 
Five hundred years before the Christian era 
this game wag played at Sparta under the 
name of harpaston. Those who at timés for- 
get that nothing is new under the sun will 
be surprised to learn that football twenty- 
four centuries ago wag played upon a rec- 
tangular field, marked with side lines, goal 
Mnes and a center line. Two players, corre- 
sponding to modern center rushers, took their 
positiong at midfield, the one with the ball 
standing 10 yards behind the line. At the 
signal to play the ball was passed forward 
far down the field and the game was in 
action. The object was to drive the ball 
across the opposite goal line and in accom- 
plishing this the ball might be kicked, pass- 

or carried. Its progre@s was impeded by 
blocking, holding and tackling, but the play 
was a prolonged and disorderly scrimmage 
and scramble. 


SOME HISTORY. 


When the Romans came in contact with the 
Greeks and seized their novel and admirable 
institutions they also adopted this game, 
Latinizing the name to harpastum. 
The Romans, however, also had at the time 
a football game of their.own called follis, but 
which was not so ingenioug a sport as its 
Grecian counterpart: The two games existed, 
side by side, until about 28 B. C. It would 


seem that human né@ture was no different 


then than it is today, for among thte first 
official acts of Augustue Caesar was a call 
for a revision of the football rules. But Au- 
gustus’ grievance was directed at the gentle- 
ness of the existing games, both of which he 
too childish for maniy Roman 
youhts. Accordingly, a committee of philoso- 
phers was appointed to make the reform. 
The game evolved by this, the original rules 
committee, almost two thousand years ago, 

been preserved to football posterity in 
the writings of Julius Pollux, an Egyptian 
sophist who taught at Rome in the second 
century. Here again are we impressed nip 
the futility of seeking for any originality ‘in 
these modern days. 

The players in the Augustan game were twen- 
ty-seven in number upon each «jide, organized in 
the manner of Roman milita istic, the plan 
of the game being that of a ¢. battle. There 
were fifteen forwards, five defensive backs, four 
half backs and three full Packs. The playing 
field was tn the form of tangle provided with 
goal posts. Scoring was accomplished ry ory 
or carrying the ball between the posts (and two 
fouls, such as driving tne ball out of bounds, 
were equivalent to a goal. Sides were changed 
after each score. The game was called at sunset 
and awarded by the six judges, three for each 
side, to the team that had scored the most goals. 
The partisané provided with banners and horns 
sat behind the goal posts and paraded at the end 
of the game when custom required the vanquish- 
ed to deliver their banners to the victors. 

Even the most superfiicial antiquary may find 
the reforms of football scattered throughout the 
entire history of England. It was frequently the 
subject of royal proclamations from Edward II 
to Elizabeth. Oliver Cromwell inveighed against 
it and Archbishop Leud spoke and wrote for it. 
Even the poets, Addison, Cowper and Sir Wal- 
ter Scett, all of whom were players, have con- 
tributed in their writings to the science of this 
noble game. 

e GAME REFORMED. % 

The reformation of the crude game of their 
time into modern Rugby has been duly accred- 
ited to William Webb Ellis, a school boy genius 
at Rugby ninety years ago. From his time to 
the present day football hes been divided into 
two leading styles of games, the first in which the 
ball only may be kicked, and the second in which 
the ball bay be kicked, but also may be carried 
The devotees of the first of these two games held 
a convention December 1, 1863, at the Freema- 
sons’ tavern in Great Queen street, London, at 
which a reformation was effected in existing 
rules and an organization formed under the name 
of the London Football Association. Hence the 
game devised upon this occasion, in which carry- 
ing the ball is prohibited, has since been known 
as the ‘‘association game.’’ The words ‘‘soccer’’ 
and ‘‘socker,’’ by which ft also is called, are 
merely derivatives of the word ‘‘association.’’ 
January 26, 1871, the advocates of the carrying 
principle In the second of these two games assem- 
bled at the Pall Mall restaurant in Regent street, 
London, and formed an organization under the 
name of the Rugby Football Union, adopting the 
rules of the Rugby school as their playing code. 
Five years later, or to be precise, November 18, 
1876, Harvard, Princeton and Yale held a con- 
vention in the old Massasoit house at Spring- 
field, Maes., and formed the Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Association, adopting the Rugby Union rules. 
This code has been subjected almost annually 
since that time to minor modifications and pe- 
riodically it has come up for complete overhaul- 
ing and radical reform. The cause of this con- 
tinual change in the American game is the neces- 
sity. of keeping the rules abreast with the spirit 
of American vim and invention which annually 
seeks to attain victory thtrough some formidable 
tactical evolution which shall overwhelm skill 
and strength by sheer brilliance of strategy. For 
thirty years this strategical development has been 
devoted to the development of mass plays, the V 
trick, flying wedge, guardsback and other familiar 
formations. Unfortunately for the popularity 
of football, however, it is the mass play that 
has been the most prolific source of personal 
injuries in football. 

FATALITY COMPARISON. 


Statisticians of the gridiron contend that foot- 
ball is no more dangerous than baseball, and they 
point to the fact that the fatalities upon the dia- 
mond during three weeks of last April equaled 
the record of football last autumn for ten weeks, 
while for minor injuries the record of baseball ts 
as high as twenty-five to one. Notwithstanding 
any such comparison the rules committee of foot- 
ball resolutely determined to reach and eradicate 
the dangers of its own game. This task the com- 
mittee has performed, instituting a reform, the 
most drastic which football yet has encountered. 
In this revision the committee did not work 
upon theory. It had before if precise and accu- 
rate data as to the cause of the injuries that 
marked the season of 1908. This data indicted 
as the offending features mass play, interlocked 
interference, flying tackles and the recovery of 
forward 

The dangers of the flying tackle were not 
difficult to remove since it was possible to re- 
move the flying tackle itself without any 
effect whatever upon any other play, as tack- 
ling is a separate feature of the game and 
not connect or correlated with other playing 
systems. The committee simply has ruled that 
hereafter no player shall tackle an opponent 
without having at the time at least one 
foot of ground. It was the pass-play and 
the forward pass that occupied the commit- 
tee for seven days and a large part of the 
intervening nights. 

Princeton, with thé University of Chicago, 
proposed as a remedy for massed interference 
an extension of rule 17 so as to require 
seven men of the offensive side to stand upon 
the line of scrimmage and to prohibit players 
of this side from aiding the man carrying 
the bail or one another by hands, arms or 
body, either in pushing or pulling, thus 
eliminating the familiar spectacle of twenty 
years’ standing of a payer being whirled 
through the line. After prolonged debate and 
considerable experimentation this proposition 
Was ad . This radical change means the 
of that style of game which charac- 
terized the late ’80s.

It 
means return of the beautiful passes of 
the ‘80s when each man as he was tackled 
passed the ball to an associate for a further 
advance rather than: hugging it to his chest 
and falling down upon it. Strange to say, 
the unrestricted quarter back run is not new, 
It came in with the Rugby Union code in 1876 
and lasted unchanged until] the intercollegiate 
convention of October 12, 1880, which pre- 
scribed, ““The man who first receives the ball 
from the snapbeck shall be called the quar- 
ter back, and he shall not rush Yorward with 
the ball under penalty of foul.’’ 


ACCIDENTS DUE TO EXHAUSTION. 


The investigation into the accidents of last 
fall disclosed the fact that many were due to 
exhaustion. This presents a condition that is 
beyond rule makers to remedy, since it devolves 
wholly upon players, their captain, coach, trainer 
or medical supervisor. The committee, however, 
has aided these men in the performance of their 
duties by abolishing the famous ‘‘halves’’ of foot- 
ball and substituting instead four quarters of fif- 
teen minutes’ duration, thereby reducing the play- 
ing time of a game by ten minutes and giving 
two additional periods of rest.

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In the matter of the forward pass the commit- 
tee faced a difficult problem tndeed. The injurious 
effects of this play in the last three years have 
been two-fold. First, it has subjected the play- 
ers recovering the pass to violent personal col- 
lisions and second, by forcing the secondary de- 
fence to play at least ten yards behind the line 
of scrimmage to protect the forward pass zone 
it has brought upon the unsupported tackles the 
dangerous continuous mass plays. The specific 
problem before the committee was to protect the 
men recovering the pase and still not disturb the 
very foundation of the game. You may say as 
many have suggested, ‘‘Simply forbid a player to 
interfere with another while recovering the for- 
ward pass.’’ But this brings_up the query. ‘‘How 
can the players on defence know that the men 
coming down the field are to take a forward 
pass?’’ They may intend to recover a kick or 
they may be eading a rurning pay. Thus it be- 
came obvious to the committee that ons—¥ile 
be found which would take into consideration al) 
three contingencies. This has been done by pre- 
scribing that the players on defence may try to 
catch a ball when passed forward and that any 
interference by them which is incidental to a 
bona fide attempt to get the ball gehall be per- 
missable, but that no player shall be permitted 
to ignore the flight of the ball and violently put 
his opponents out of the play as heretofore. This 
idea of an incidental interference obtains in the 
ee game, where it has worked success- 
ully. 


TWENTY-YARD LINE. 


In order to balance up the equilibrium of the 
game and also to prevent the long forward pass 
from displacing the punt it has been found nec- 
essary to establish a twenty-yard zone behind the 
defensive rush line, forward passes to be recov- 
ered within it, on-side kicks to be recovered be- 
yond it. 

These numerous changes in the offensive game 
will bring about automatically corresponding 
changes defensively. Thus it will probably be 
found that seven men are no longer necessary 
to maintain the defensive rush line and that one 
of these men may be transferred to the back 
field. With the paying time reduced tten minutes, 
teams will be able to play a greater number of 
major games and with the strenuous mass play 
abolished all games may be played with full 
quarters. 

Now that this, the final reform in the long 
line of revisions has been effected, may we expect 
an injureless game? No, for no game involving 
physical contact and payed with the American 
spirit which keenly seeks to excel and to win 
can exist without accidents. Football, baseball, 
hockey and lacrosses are not games for youths with 
serious organic defects, conditions of disease or 
habits of dissipation. They are games for sound 
boys, leading sound fives and who play with a 
sound spiritt.

FIRST DEGREE VERDICT 
IN J. B. ALLISON CASE 


Asheville, N. C., August 6.—The jury 
in the case of the State of North 
Carolina v. James B. Allison, charged 
with the murder of Floyd McGhee, on 
July 5, returned a verdict of murder in 
the first degree late this afternoon, 
after being out forty minutes. The ac- 
cused will be sentenced te death in the 
superior court by Judge Council Mon- 
day morning.

THRO’ ENGLISH 


CUSTOM HOUSE | 


London, August 6.—One of the pretty 
ambitions of, English and American 
travelers is to smuggle a few “Tauch- 
nitz”’ novels through the English cus- 
tom house. Not only is the “Tauch- 
nitz Edition” a great store for foreign- 
ers familiar with English, byt it is a 
boon to Americans on whom sightsee- 
ing has palled. Everywhere on the 
continent one may obtain one’s own 
author in beautiful volumes, easy to 
hold and in exquisite type. 

Legally, travelers must part with 
their Tauchnitz acquisitions before 
landing in England, for it is only the 
continental copyright that is purchas- 
ed. A special stipulation in the con- 
tracts with authors is that the vol- 
umes “shall not be imported into Eng- 
land or her colonies.” Therefore, the 
sole persons who may possess the 
Tauchnitz edition in this country are 
the authors of the works, and those 
personal friends to whom they pre- 
sent copies. The authors, who receive 
them from Leipzig through the cour- 
tesy of the publishers, must sign a 
form before the books can be passed 
through the custom house. 

Though it is not hard to smuggle 
these volumes across the channel! in an 
inner pocket or at the bottom of the 
bag, occasionally one gets caught. Re- 
cently a young lady, while making a 
crossing, engaged a kindly old gentle- 
man in conversation. She discussed the 
paper-covered novel lying in her lap; 
his comments were brief. Later, when 
she was about to ascend the gang- 
plank, the old gentleman touched her 
on the shoulder and, in the name of 
the law, demanded her Tauchnitz. She 
regarded this disguised official bale- 
fully. “Why, I haven't even finished 
it,” she protested. “I can arrange that 
for you, I think,” he replied—and 
thereupon tore off the back pages, 
from the marker on, and handed them 
back to her. 

-It was in 1871, at a time when Amer- 
ican pirates were seizing and selling 
without remuneration to the writers 
whatever English books were in re- 
quest, that the late Chrisgian Bern- 
hard Freiheer von Tauchnitz an- 
nounced to authors that he meant to 
pay for books he selected. For his 
honesty, as well as his service to 
literature, he was created a baron by 
the duke of Saxe-Coburg. 

The first baron died, close on eighty 
years of age, in 1895. His fine pres- 
ence and fine manner have passed to 
the second baron, who is, furthermore, 
a gifted man of business, and the lord 
of a splendid chateau. 

There lies in the archives of this 
great Leipzig firm a wonderful treas- 
ure of autographs, for the firm has 
been in intimate touch with the liter- 
ary craftsmen whom it has compli- 
mented by’ inclusion in the series. One 
can imagine the wild rush for this 
pile should it ever be prociaimed for 
sale. 

The book market always seems to 
find selling space for a new guide 
book. We are all famiilar with “How 
to Tell the Birds from the Flowers,” 
“Where to Shop in the Fijis’” and 
“What to Do With an Old Umbrella;” 
at last we have “The Compleat Burg- 
lar.” Said to be issued by a London 
publisher and written by a .“handcuff 
king.” this book was discovered re- 
cently in a shop occupied by two men 
charged with housebreaking.

Berlin, August 6-—There recently 
appeared in the official police gazette 
of this well-governed capital an ad- 
vertisement which delighted. men of 
wit. It announced that on the 15th day 
of August, 1879, Herr Albrecht Schmed- 
ding, innkeeper of Teltow, handed to 
the police, as property found, a brass, 
silvered ring, “of estimated value of 5 
pfennigs” (1 cent). The ring had never 
been claimed. “It transpires,” con- 
cluded the advertisement, “that Herr 
Albrecht Schmedding is dead, but if 
his heirs apply for the ring in legal 
form, and pay the cost of this adver- 
tisement, the ring will be delivered to 
them or to their authorized legal repre- 
sentatives.” 
Unofficial Germans smiled at this 
conscientious way of doing business; 
but official Germans did not. They re- 
spected the honest police for preserv- 
ing the ring from decay ‘for thirty 
weary years, and taking care that Herr 
Albrecht Schmedding’s heirs were not 
robbed of their i-cent heritage. “We 
should all,” they said proudly, “have 
done-the same.’ For they had been 
trained to conduct the great empire’s 
affairs according to that scrupulous, 
impressive, dignified, Olympian and 


in long-suffering Europe as ‘“govern- 
mental red tape.” If all.the red tape 
metaphorically used in Europe’s gov- 
ernment offices were joined into one 
vast string, it would stretch from Ber- 
lin to the star Alpha Persei, make a 
million turns round the great nebula in 
Orion, and, stil unconsumed, float on 
the ether outward in the uttermost 
abysses of interstellar space, 
Red Tape Everywhere. 
There is red tape in England, red 
tape in France, inextricable tangles of 
it in Austria, and in Russia labyrin- 
thine coils. But only German red tape 
has the proper infallibility and repose. 
A French policeman would have kept 
the ring only five years, and given it 
to his best girl. A Russian red tapist 
would have stolen it, and palmed it off 
on his wife as gold. But only a Ger- 
man is capable of keeping it 30 years 
in virgin security, writing an annual 
report on its health, and offering it 
solemnly to the finders’ heirs if they 
pay for an advertisement costing half 
a dollar. For though Europe is the 
continent of red tape, Germany, happy 
Germany, ig its crown and glory. The 
vatican statue of Lavcoon and his chil- 
dren is the fatherland’s symbol; but 
instead of being crushed by the mon- 
strous serpents of Virgil, Germany's 60,- 
000,000 are choked and strangled in 
inexorable coils of ruddy tape. 
Not without a struggle. A silent but 
desperate war rages here, as all over 
Kurope. On one side stands the prac- 
tical man who runs his affairs by tele- 
phone and scribbles with a stubby pen- 
ci] in a greasy note book. Against 
him is the bureaucratic official whose 
way of working is to fill up needless 
reams of foolscap in Ciceronian style, 
and with apocalyptic impressiveness. 
In the interests of his class the busi- 
ness man sometimes tries to get into 
the administration. Sometimes he suc- 
ceeds. Four years ago, in despair at 
getting a man who would free his co- 
lonial ministry from red tape entangle- 
ments, the .kaiser made chief of that 
department the obscure American- 
tranined Jew, Bernhard Dernberg, son 
of a poor journalist, and’ almost the 
first’ minister of Germany who could 
write “Doctor Juris’’ before his 
name. The red tape wave receded; 
then it came back with a rush, and 
now it has swept the hated Dernberg 
back to the obscurity from which he 
came. He was a business man. That 
was his offense. Nobody understood 
him, he understood nobody, and though 
he got on excellently with the genial! 
Buelow, his case pecame hopeless when 
Buelow made war for Chancellor Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, a  superquintessential 
bureaucrat, who could no more live 
without red tape than a geranium 
without red blossoms.

sharp critics, the latest is Herr von 
Gwinner, president of the Deutsche 
Bank, who in the Prussian House of 
Lords ruthlessly exposed the incap- 
able procedure to which  Prussia’s 
finances owe their evil plight. The 
Turkish 4 per cents, he showed,. are 
little lower than Prussia’s; the Italian 
and even Spanish loans stand higher 
than those of the rich German em- 
pire. The way in which loans were 
concluded would have ruined any busi- 
ness man, he declared. 

Routine killed all governmental 
genius, but, said Gwinner, “though 
talent is needed for everything, genius 
is required for borrowing.” A few 
months sooner, an angry storm rageil 
in the Prussian Diet over the mon- 
strous superfiuity of clerks ang writers 
in state producing enterprises. These 
employees produce nothing, but only 
keep. books, fill needless forms, write 
interminable documents and stamp 
millions of papers. In Wilhelmshaven 
dockyard, it appears, there is one “ad- 
ministrative,” that is, paper-scrib- 
bling, cfficial for every three men en- 
gaged in manual labor, whereas even 
m England, which is red tapey enough. 
the proportion is one to fifteen. And 
all men, except the bureaucrats them- 
selves, admit the evil. In June, 1909, 
Kaiser Wilhelm nominated a commis- 
sion to “accelerate and simplify the 
state procedure.” 

But the bureaucrats so managed that 
thirteen out of eighteen members were 
themselves bureaucrats. And today 
everyone knows that the thirteen bu- 
reaucrats will fill a million pages with 
learned arguments, while the five bus- 
iness men will say nothing, and that 
lengthier and more labyrinthine than 
in the end the procedure will be 
before. 

Red Tape Is Immortal. 

Red tape is immortal and all red 
tapists are the same. All have’ been 
trained in exactly the same way. All 
have gone to universities, passed the 
faculty of law and had the sacra- 
mental “doctor juris’’ stuck to their 
names. From the moment the young 
jurist becomes unpaid “referendar’— 
if he chooses law, he lives divorced 
from life because married insepara- 
bly to a thousand documents, forms. 
regulations, prescriptions and rules of 
procedure. And when he has got into 
the “first five classes’’ of the civil 
service, and can put before his name 
“actual privy councillor,” he is the 
Same man of documents as of yore. 
As a young beer-drinking student he 
has more knowledge of life than forty 
years later as “states minister.” His 
titles, all of which end-in “rat.” or 
“councillor,” are as long as his docu- 
ments. He signs himself “Ekonomie- 
kommissionsrat’” or “Obermilitarin- 
tendanturrat;” he may even hope to 
reach the  sesquipedalian rank of 
“oberlandeskulturgerichtsrat,” * which 
the dictionary defines as an “official 
in Grundstuckszusammenlegungssa- 
chen.” Only a few of his titles are 
brief and pronounceable.

holy Roman empire. The premier, 
Baron Bienerth, lately described an in- 
quiry into the “petition chancellory”’ of 
the Kaiser Franz Josef. 

“A petition,” he said, “is read by 
19 separate persons before being put 
before the emperor. If the 19th discov- 
ers an informality, he returns it to the 
18th with a note, the 18th returns 
it to the 17th, and so on back to 
number 1, so that perhaps three years 
afterwards the petitioner gets it back 
for correction.”’ 

Red Tape in Russia. 

But even Austria is a pawnee chief's 
wigwam for simplicity of procedure 
compared with Russia. As 132,000,000 
Russians out of 155,000,000 cannot 
write, the literate 28,000,000 (mostly of- 
ficials) must do the documenting for 
the rest. True, the civil “tchin’ or 
list of official ranks is short, consist- 
ing only of eleven, from “collegiate 
registrar’ to “states secretary.” (Ger- 
many has 173 ranks.) The complexi- 
ties of the procedure in all state de- 
partments are such that the state is- 
sues a diagram for the use of young 
officials showing by lines and arrow- 
heads the order of the “instances’’ 
whither every paper has to go. It looks 
like the Cretan labyrinth. From the 
hands of the hall porter who takes in 
the mail, up to the minister, most pa- 
pers are handled by from 60 to 70 of- 
ficials, so that an order to fill up a 
rut in a state main road often takes 
a year before it is passed finally. As 
simple dockets authorizing the expen- 
diture of: say $20, make their way 
through the “instances’’ they have to 
have leaves pasted to them in order 
to provide space for the innumerable 
Signatures and stamps. And this com- 
plicated system does not diminish rob- 
bery, but rather fosters it, for the 
thief usually dies of old age before his 
guilt is traced. Russians call this 
amazing system “Cantselliarstchina,”’ 
or “Chancelloryism,” and the officials 
who run it are known as “gentlemen 
of the twentieth,” owing to the fact 
that they live only for the 20th of 
each month, the day when salaries are

paid. Tea-drinking, cigarette-smoking 
and “vint’-playing for high stakes 
complete the happy picture, so that 
Russia, with the most complicated ad- 
ministration in all Europe, has also in- 
disputably the most inefficient.

Three men have warred valiantly 
with Russian red tape. First was 
Witte refuseg to 
read any papers at all, and ran the 
ministry of finance by swearing and 
srowling through the telephone. He 
hurt man’s feelings, but got things 
done. However, 
bureaucrats, Witte involuntarily did 
more than anyone else to increase the 
bureaucracy’s power by his colossal 
state ownership achievements. He 
bought up practically all the private 
railroads, built eleven thousand miles 
of his own, and substituted a state 
drink monopoly all over the empire for 
the private saloons and drink shops, 
which he .expropriated. By such 
means he added to the tocal state.em- 
ployees about 200,000 men, and cor- 
respondingly diminished the numbes 
of employees. in private enterprises. 
So Witte left the bureaucracy more 
numerous, more powerful, and in con- 
trol of twice as much wealth as be- 
fore. And with this increment to its 
power the bureaucracy became more 
and more red tapish. 

The second Russian anti- red taper 
was the late Prince Michael Hilkoff, 
minister of communications, an 
“American,” like Dernbverg, who learn- 
€d practical ways by driving a loco- 
motive out west. It was he who in 
less than a year sent 700,000 soldiers. 
with guns and stores, over the de- 
crepit single-tracked Siberian rail- 
way. The latest Russian who is fight- 
ing red tape is also minister of com- 
munications. His name is ‘Sergius 
Ruchloff. For a year past his exploits 
as a foe of “Chancelloryism” have fill- 
ed the native press. Instead of sit- 
ting in his office..‘signtng papers, h» 
wanders all over the empire, some- 
times disguised as a. workman 
or common soldier, and every-~- 
where he has ordered the arrést 
or dismissal of thieves and idlprs. Bu: 
this reformer’s days are numbered. 
The invincible bureaucrat is rising in 
insuppressible revolt, and Ruchloff 
will.soon have to go the way of Witte 
and Hilkoff, and Dernberg, and ali 
other champions of common sense and 
business as against the procedure of 
filling up meaningless forms anc 
stamping unnecessary papers. Red 
tape is an-essential feature of Europe: 
Europe at the bottom of its heart is 
fond of it; and the man who will 
overthrow the all-devouring monster 


has yet to be born.

London, August 6,—(Special.)—It 
would be interesting to hear a com- 
mentary .by Colonel Theodore Roose-

“None is better than a few, but the 
few the better,’’ ts the terse manner 
in whieh Dr. Rigby drives home his 
argument. 

Before the Preston town council the 
physician criticized Colonel Roosevelt 
very harshly for urging big families. 

His speech was made to the council 
upon the presentation of a .report 
stating that the town’s birth rate was 
the lowest on record. Thousands of 
superfluous children, who were abso- 


lutely useless, were brought into the 
world, said Dr. Rigby, and they were 
a source of nuisance and trouble to 
many people. The increase of’ popu-’ 
lation was maintaining itself and even 
improving, and it was useless for the 
town councils to endeavor to prevent 
a diminution in the birth rate. Former- 
ly epidemics of cholera and smallpox 
and wars swept off the superfluous 
population, and now there was not the 
same necessity for increasing the num- 
ber of births. 

If the birthrate stood at 38, as in 
1841, people would be poverty-stricken 
and the towns would be unable to 
cope with the population.. Regulating 
the size of families was a common- 
sense, economic principle and the coun- 
cil ought to congratulate itself that 
people were getting 
sense.

INTERNATIONALPLOTS 
BRED IN LONDON 


London, August 6.—(Special.)— 
Every. big international plot. hatched 
by anarchists against crowned heads 
of Europe, in the past thirty years has 
been bred.in the Soho district of Lon- 
don, acording to the officials of Scot- 
land Yard. 

The surprising part of this fact is 
that the police are well acquainted 
with the leading anarchists who take 
up their residence in this country and 
can tell when anything of more im- 
portance than usual is going on. Yet, 
to all. outward appearance, they make 
no sign and seemingly leave these 
dangerous gentry a perfectly free hand 
to babble sedition and to plot assassi- 
nation without putting the least ob- 
stacle in their way. 

This is very far from being the cage. 
The department of the metropolitan 
police that is charged with the task 
of watching and outwitting, these des- 
peradoes is one of, the most. perfectly 
organized bodies in the world and the 
extent of its knowledge is little short 
of wonderful, and it would consider- 
ably surprise those who fondly be- 
lieve that they are free from surveil- 
lance could they only know how close- 
ly.every movement is watched. 

A recent instance may here be given. 
It was openly hinted in and around 
Soho at the time of the coronation of 
the king of Spain that a “great sur- 
store.”’ Meetings were 
held,in a cellar of the neighborhood 
of Tottenham court road, at which the 
full details of one of the foulest 
crimes that was ever proposed were 
settled; and those who were to carry 
out. the work were selected... Some 
half-dozen or so were implicated, but 
when the time came for them to leave 
for Madrid four of them found-their pas- 
sage suddenly barred. The remaining 
two managed to evade the Vigilance of 
the English police. The Madrid au- 
thorities had, however, been Kept fully 
informed of what was going forward, 
and the moment the two men put foot 
on Spanish territory they were cast 
into prison, where one of them re- 
mains to the present day - 

But this was not the British method. 
The four’ men detained on this side 
were conveyed to’ Scotland Yard, and 
there taken into a-room, where the 
whole outline of their plot was careful- 
ly laid before them. Their jaws drop- 
ped in terror as names and dates wefe 
given to them, and beads of perspira- 
tion broke from their foreheads when 
hints at revelation to the Spanish 
authorities were given. In the end 
they were given their choice of extradi- 
tion to Spain or’ making a. solemn 
promise to abstain from any further 
conspiracy. This. last was readily 
given, but naturally ‘the men were 
never lost sight of: for ag instant until 
the coronation ceremony was at an end. 

It is doubtless if Scotland Yard has 
ever had such a trying time as it had 
during the recent funeral of Edward 
Vili. The striking retinue of reigning 
monarchs who followed -the cortege 
through London offered to some half- 
witted fanatic an Opportunity to make 
himself notorious for all time such as 
had never been presented. It is no. ex- 
aggeration to say that when the last 
of the monarchs had quitted these 
shores our police authorities gave a 
sigh of heartfelt relief, but no one 
knows how complete, and even ex- 
traordinary, were the precautions that 
were taken that nothing of an unto- 
ward nature should take place. -

Berlin, August ¢.—(Speotal. )—Em- 
peror William hag privately proclaim- 
ed that he is in favor of women’s suf- 
frage. For a year the kaiser has been 
following very closely the suffrage 
movement in his own country, in Eng- 
land and in America. He has disouss- 
ed with his various ministers the pub- 
lic influence of suffrage and the efféct 
it would have upon government poli- 
cles if women should be allowed ‘te 


vote. . 
The kaiser's view of the question 
far-reaching. He is looking at the ih- 
ternational side of it. An elaborate 
report was drawn up for him, in which 
it was hypothetically set forth that 
women electors would use the same 
discretion as men. The Kaiser’s view 
led to the assumption that women 
electors might be influenced to estab- 
lish @ government with irresponsible 
diplomats .which would, in turn, lead 

to breaking of alliances. 

In private conversation the emperor 
said: “Within a few years women 
will be. qualified for every place in 
politics now held by men, due to the 
broadening influences ef modern edu- 
At the present time I. am 
heartily in favor of removing all ob- 
stacles -in the way of women earning 
their daily bread. I would open all 
the universities for women and allow 
them the highest places in the ranks 
of teachers. Women are gradually 
approaching to the point where they 
will be men’s equals in everything in 
life.”’

Good Roads Mevdinant 
Given Big Boost. 


Many Compliments Paid J. R. 
Freeman, Who Has Had 
Charge of Construction of 
Famous DeKalb County Road. 
1,000 People Enjoy Barbecue. 


Hutchinson's Springs, on Peachtree 
road, midway between Chamblee and 
Doraville, in DeKalb county, was yes- 
terday the scene of one of the largest 
and most enthusiastic good roads rallies 
which has been held since the begin- 
ning of the campaign for better high- 
ways throughout the state. It had 
been advertised that prominent speak- 
ers would make short addresses, and 
this, coupled with the statement that 
there would Be a barbecue of generous 
proportions, augmented by basket din- 
ner, attracted families for miles around, 
families from Gwinnett, DeKalb and 
Fulton counties being present. 

There was a perfect sea of faces sur- 
rounding the speaker’s stand when the 
exercises began. W. M. Hutchinson, of 
Atlanta, on whose property the gather- 
ing was held, welcomed the large audi- 
ence to the rustic pavilion and in a 
neat speech, introduced Colonel James 
W. Austin, of Atlanta, a great lover of 
good roads, who presided over the day’s 
speaking. 


: Praises Splendid Highway. 

Colonel Austin delivered a speech, in 
which he referred to the fact that for 
the nonce he was a citizen of DeKalb 
county, and as such would give dug 
praise to the splendid highway which 
that county was constructing as a con- 
tinuation of Peachtree road. Mr. Aus- 
tin traced the history of the govern- 
ment’s interest in good roads fron: 
its inception to the present time. At 


the close of his address he paid a 
| splendid tribute to Clark Howell 
| to The Constitution, which, he declared, 
had blazed the way for good roads to 


and 


belt the state. 

Mr. Howell began his speech with 
a reference to a recent visit to Atlanta 
of a committee from Virginia, who 
were in Georgia for the purpose of 
investigating the matter of road- 
building, and he stated that after mak- 
ing many inquiries, they asked to be 
shown “that splendid road which is 
being built by DeKalb county.” He 
told of the wonderful road-buwilding of 
the great Napoleon and other makers 
of history. He described a ride he had 
taken on the famous Appian way, the 
first and greatest of good roads. He 
compared the DeKalb county road un- 
der construction to this Appian way, 
and.stated the former would prove as 
lasting and enduring in this country 
as the Appian way had abroad. Mr. 
flowell then treated of the great 
growth and development incident to 
good road-building, and declared that 
the people of DeKalb county had won 
a nation-wide reputation on this fa- 
mous road, and hed blazed the way 
for other counties and states. 

J. R. Freeman Speaks. 


When Mr. Howell had _ concluded, 
Colonel Austin referred to the high- 
way commission which the legislature 
has authorized, and outlined, briefly, 
the operation of this department. But 
he declared there was present a man 
who had already had experience in 
road construction and who had built 
rrobably the most famous road in the 
south, County Commissioner J. R. Free- 
man, of DeKalb county, who was in 
charge of the construction of the 
Peachtree road through DeKalb 
county. 

Mr. Freeman talked at length on 
this road, and told: in detail how its 
construction had been accomplished. 
He told of the hardships undergone in 
organizing for this work, but how,

HENRY S. REED PREDICTS 


CROP OF 1,500,000 BALES 


Says Late Report of Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Bears 


Out His Assertion. 


That the late report on conditions 
of the Georgia cotton crop by the de- 
partment of agriculture bore him out 
in his contention, the yield would at 
least reach 1,500,000 bales this year, 
was the assertion made yesterday by 
Henry 8S. Reed, the well-known At- 
lanta cotton man. “The average crov 
for the past ten years had reached 
about 1,700,000 bales,’ he said. “The 
average condition on July 25 for Geor- 
gia for ten years has been 81, and 


the condition given for the state on 
July 25, 1910,-of 70 would, in round 
numbers, give a yield=of 1,500,000 
bales.

We have marketed 
over 6,000 cars of peaches, which sold 
for $3.600,000, the growers getting $3,- 
000,000 and the transportation compa- 
nies $1,500,0 and our corn crop is, 
without dou the best the state has 
ever produced, and we have over 4,000,- 
000 acres of corn. Atlanta will have 
a corn show mext winter; a fine one, 
too. One that will attract the atten- 
tion of the world and make our north- 
western neighbors set up and take 
notice.

HOKE SMITH SPEAKS 
T0 FLOYD VOTERS 


Address Along Lines of 
Atlanta Speech. 


Ex-Governor Greeted by Good

Hon. Hoke Smith delivered an address 
this afternoon at 1:30 o’clock in be- 
half of his candidacy for governor be- 
fore an audience that filed the air- 
dome on West First street.

Referring to ™megro  disfranchise- 
ment, Mr. Smith said he was not a 
negro hater, but. simply had convic- 
tions on the negro question. He sent 
the troops to Aragon only after con- 
ferring with the deputy sheriff. At 
this point a man in the audience 
arose and said he was at Aragon when 


the affair occurred, and if the trepps | 


had not come, the negroes would have 
been lynched. 

At one climax of the speech, after 
he had finished reciting what his ad- 
ministration had done, he asked, dra- 
matically: “What has Brown done?’ A 
voice came from the rear of the hall, 
“Give us Brown and bread.’ 

“Yes,” said Smith, “and any Geor- 
gian who would be satisfied with 
Brown bread is not deserving of my 
respect,” 

Smith said when he was elected gov- 
érnor he would strengthen the dis- 
franchisement law, strengthen the reg- 
istration law and strengthen the rail- 
road commission law. 

The speaker was introduced by F.

NEW HIGH RECORDS MADE 
IN COTTON OIL PRICES 


Bids Above Nine Cents. 
Vlade for Delivery Be- 
fore October. 


New York, August 6.—(Special.)— 
Many new high-price records for the 
year wefe. established in the local cot- 
ton off market last week. Trading 
involved enormous proportions and, 
while liquidation in the distant futures 
Was On an elaborate scale, the demand 
was sufficient to absorb offerings, and 
values were not materially affected. 
The scarcity of oi) for delivery this 
side of October has been fully empha- 
sized and bids at well above 9 have 
failed to dislodge more than occasional 
lots. It was stated that never before 
in the history of the trade has oil beén 
SO scarce as it is at present. Esti- 
mates place the total supply at 90,000 
barrels, and even this amount is eon- 
sidered excessive my some, 

Many of the mostconservative traders 
are talking 10c for September, and 
contend that it will be easier for Sep- 
tember to establish a 10c basis than it 
was for August to sell at 9c. Re- 
finers do not expect new oil to reach 
here in sizeable quantities before ldte 
in October, but other interests believe 
that the mills will use every effort to 
eet their oil to market early so as to 
enjoy the high prices. 

The prolonge@d uward movement of 
values has attracted a great following 
to the bull side. It has been an easy 
market to accumulate profits, and it is 
understood that the long interest in the 
_ new months ig quite extensive. For 
Many weeks leading operators have 
predicted a high price, and within a 
few days the forecast was realized. All 
sorts of figures have been predicted 
for October and November, and pur- 
chases have been extensive for all 
classes of operators, because orders 
could be executed rapidly.

The outlook in Wall street is distinct-. 


ly more favorable. There were some

These formed an important offset to 
the influence of disturbed political 
conditions in the western states, and 
certainly constituted an excellent 
foundation for the restoration of coy 
fidence as to tthe future of the country, 
and especially as régards the autumn 
business. The developments noted 
have already taken daep hold on .the 
public mind, and business men are 
now showing more disposition to re- 
sume old-time activities, a move that 
is highly essential in restoring trade 
con‘litions to a normal basis and to 
the high plane that prevailed at the 
close of 1909. 
Importation ef Gold. 

The libéral arrivals of gold from 
Europe and the continued inflow of 
currency from the interior on. an 
enormous scale have added greatly to 
the cash resources of the banks at-the 
very season of the year when it is 
essential that they should be in a 
strong position to meet demands that 
are close at hand. Simply because cal} 
money rates have fallen to a very 
low basis, the present position of the 
New York city banks has not received 
the proper consideration, nor has its 
importance been recognized. This will 
be paitent later on when the autumn 
strain sets !n. Not before in many 
years has there been such a thorough 
speculative liquidation as that which 
has taken place in the local market 
for weeks past. If the same drastic 
liguidation had occurred tn cotton, 
Grain and in farm mortgages, the 
banking position of the whole coun- 
try would be stronger than ever be- 
fore. However, interior banks have 
recognized the necessity of strength- 
ening .their balances in the central 
reserve cities, and to this is due in a 
large degree the unusual influx tuat 
has taken place from the interior.

optimistic sentiment now prevailing in 
regard to the forthcoming statement 
of the government as to the corn 
crop. The beneficial results known to 
have accrued from these rains have 
caused a sg eral revision of cro - 
mates that Prevatiea before nha na 
Some of thes ~estimates place the 
final harvest of spring’ and winter 
wheat above 600,000,000 bushels, and 
that of corn above 3,000, 000,000 busn- 
els. Estimates on cotton now range 
up to 12,000,000 bales, whereas only a 
short time ago the outturn prospect 
was placed at 11,000,000 to 11, 250,000 
bales. It is possible these views of 
the final yield of grains and cotcon 
may be too sanguine, but the fact re- 
mains that a great improvement has 
been wrought in crop conditions and 
this, at the moment, is the underlying 
basis forthe improved feeling among 
merchants and manufacturers, both 
here and at the west. 


Improvement in Dry Goods. 


The improvement in the dr s 
trade is the brightest feature oe 
cantile circles. Heretofore, business 
has moved by fits and starts, but this 
week it has shown a steady and sus- 
tained demand for consumption that 
has resulted in. large shipments. of 
merchandise to the west and to the 
south, a fact that can be really veri- 
fied by the increase in freight offer- 
ings to the ‘railroads and the coast- 
wise steamship lines. With this im- 
proved demand for textile fabrics es- 
pecially for cotton goods, there has 
been a hardening in values due not 
alone to the current prices for cotton, 
but to the fact that notices of further 
decided curtailment have been given 
by some of the prominent New England 
mills. This curtailment bids fair te 
work out ist own cure. 

Everything in the way of surplus 
stocks will probably enter into con- 
Sumption and then mills will be 
forced to resume in order to meet 
the demand for goods. It looks now 
very much as if the dry goods trade 
would pave the way for general im-< 
provement in business, as the iron and 
steel industry shows a large contrac- 
tion in the output of pig iron, although 
the demand for finished st cal products 
has not fallen off in the same propor- 
tion as that for pig iron. After allow- 
ing for drawbacks here and there it 
can be said that the situation, as a 
whole, contains much that calis for 
encouragement as to the future.
